Cops  Charged  With  Setting 


GCN  Fire

BOSTON  —  Seven  men,  in¬ 
cluding  two  police  officers,  two 
firefighters  and  a  security  guard, 
have  been  indicted  by  a  federal 
grand  jury  on  charges  of  setting 
163  fires  in  the  Greater  Boston 
area,  including  the  seven-alarm 
blaze  that  destroyed  the  offices  of 
Gay  Community  News,  Fag  Rag, 
and  the  Glad  Day  Bookshop  on 
July  7,  1982. 

The  indictments  follow  the  July 
6  sentencing  of  Boston  Police  Of¬ 
ficer  Robert  Groblewski,  who 
pleaded  guilty  last  May  to  charges 
involving  29  other  arson  fires. 
Groblewski,  who  is  currently  serv¬ 
ing  a  12-year  federal  prison 
sentence  concurrent  with  a  6-to-JO 
year  sentence  on  state  charges,  is 
listed  as  an  unindicted  co¬ 
conspirator.  A  source  familiar 
with  the  investigation  told  GCN 
that  Groblewski  received  the  le¬ 
nient  sentence  after  agreeing  to 
cooperate  with  the  prosecution  of 
his  seven  co-conspirators.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Boston  Herald,  U.S. 
District  Judge  Walter  Skinner, 
who  presided  over  Groblewski’s 
sentencing,  said  at  the  time  that  he 
had  expected  the  U.S.  Attorney  to 
recommend  a  “much  more  strin¬ 
gent  sentence”  than  12  years. 


At  a  press  conference  announc¬ 
ing  the  indictments,  U.S.  Attorney 
William  Weld  said  Groblewski  and 
the  seven  others  were  fire  buffs 
who  set  the  fires  with  the  bizarre 
intent  to  create  need  for  police  and 
firefighting  personnel  laid  off  in 
the  wake  of  Proposition  2Vi,  a 
statewide  tax-cutting  referendum. 
Local  media  have  portrayed 
Groblewski  as  a  “model  cop”  led 
astray  by  his  intense  desire  to 
become  a  firefighter. 

Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Mark 
Robinson,  who  is  prosecuting  the 
case,  said  he  had  “no  evidence” 
the  arsonists  knew  the  Bromfield 
Street  building  they  set  ablaze 
housed  the  offices  of  Gay  Com¬ 
munity  News.  “There’s  nothing  in 
the  indictment  with  respect  to  any 
motive  for  burning  that  address  on 
Bromfield  Street,”  Robinson  told 
GCN.  “There’s  no  indication  that 
anyone  knew  it  was  the  offices  of 
your  newspaper.” 

Asked  what  evidence  pro¬ 
secutors  had  that  linked  the  defen¬ 
dants  specifically  to  the  GCN  fire, 
Robinson  declined  comment. 

At  the  time  of  the  fire,  several 
different  motives  were  suggested 
for  the  arson.  Political  attacks  on- 
the  paper’s  offices  were  not  un¬ 


precedented.  In  1978,  burglars  and 
vandals  broke  into  the  office  more 
than  half  a  dozen  times;  in 
September  of  that  year,  shortly 
after  a  visit  to  Boston  by  anti-gay 
crusader  Anita  Bryant,  the  office 
was  forcibly  entered  and  ran¬ 
sacked.  And  bullet  holes  that  ap¬ 
peared  in  office  windows  in  1976 
served  right  up  to  the  day  of  the 
fire  as  a  constant  reminder  of  the 
vulnerability  of  the  paper  and  its 
staff. 

In  addition,  the  Bromfield 
Street  offices  were  housed  in  a 
dilapidated  but  heavily-insured 
building,  owned  by  a  straw  for  a 
wealthy  downtown  real  estate 
developer,  surrounded  by  expen¬ 
sive  new  commercial 
developments,  and  in  a  city 
renowned  for  arson-for-profit. 

The  adversarial  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  gay  community  and  the 
Boston  Police  Department  also 
raised  concerns  that  police  may 
have  had  a  hand  in  setting  the 
blaze,  and  that  any  investigation 
would  be  less  than  thorough. 

The  seven  men  indicted  were: 
Gregg  Bemis,  of  South  Boston,  a 
sergeant  with  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  Police  Department; 
Wayne  Sanden,  of  Roslindale,  a

lieutenant  with  the  Boston  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority  Police  Department; 
Donald  Stackpole,  of  Scituate,  a 
partner  in  a  South  Boston  security 
guard  business;  Leonard  Kendall, 
Jr.,  of  Acton,  a  firefighter  in  the 
U.S.  Air  Force;  Ray  Norton,  Jr., 
of  West  Roxbury,  a  Boston 
firefighter;  Joseph  Gorman,  of 
Quincy,  a  rigger  at  the  General 
Dynamics  plant  in  Quincy;  and 
Christopher  Damon,  of  Hamilton, 
Ohio,  who  works  for  Industrial 


Health,  an  Ohio  company. 

All  the  men  but  Damon  were  ar¬ 
rested  on  July  25,  the  day  of  the  in¬ 
dictments.  Bail  for  Norton  was  set 
at  $50,000,  with  surety;  Gorman 
was  released  after  posting  $25,000 
bond.  Damon  is  still  being  sought. 

Prosecutors  said  the  arsons, 
which  caused  more  than  280  in¬ 
juries  and  destroyed  more  than 
$22  million  worth  of  property, 
represent  the  biggest  arson  case  in 
Massachusetts  and  U.S.  history.

Pedophile  Pamphlet  Prompts  Philly  Furor

PHILADELPHIA  —  The  sale 
of  ten  copies  of  a  pamplet  for 
pedophiles  —  both  gay  and 
straight  —  has  generated  a  con¬ 
troversy  in  this  city  which  is  rever¬ 
berating  through  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  and  feminist  communities.  Its 
ripple  effect  may  reach  to  the  U.S. 
Senate. 

The  pamphlet,  How  To  Have 
Sex  With  Kids,  and  its  editor, 
David  Sonenschein,  are  being  in¬ 
vestigated  by  state  authorities  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Texas  respectively. 
And  the  pamphlet  is  likely  to  come 
up  in  Senate  hearings  scheduled  for 
next  month.  Sonenschein  has  been 
charged  with  promoting  obscenity 
because  of  his  role  in  publication 
and  distribution  of  the  pamphlet. 
Sonenschein,  a  resident  of  Austin, 
Texas,  served  as  the  editor  of  the 
pamphlet’s  second  edition  and 
makes  it  available  by  mail  order. 
Although  it  is  published  by  the 
Howard  Nichols  Society,  only 
Sonenschein’s  name  appears  on 
the  17-page  “how-to”  manual 
containing  advice  to  adults  on 
meeting  children  for  sex  and  hav¬ 
ing  sex  with  them. 

Sonenschein,  in  introductory 
remarks  in  the  booklet,  says,  “I 
would  like  to  introduce  this  into 
the  growing  archives  of  the  pedo¬ 
phile  and  children’s  liberation 
movements  as  a  gesture  of  public 
education.”  He  described  the 
Howard  Nichols  Society  to  GCN 
as  a  loosely-knit  group  of  pansex- 
ualists  and  pedophiles  which  is  “in 
existence  as  much  as  it  can  be.” 

In  Philadelphia,  Giovanni’s 
Room,  a  gay,  lesbian  and  feminist 
bookstore,  stocked  and  sold  ten 
copies  of  the  booklet  in  March  and 
April.  One  copy  was  purchased  by 
a  man  who  allegedly  turned  it  over 
to  a  woman,  the  executive  director 
of  a  social  service  agency  for 
homeless  youths.  The  woman  then 
allegedly  turned  the  pamphlet  over 
to  City  Councilwoman  Joan  Spec¬ 
ter  at  the  beginning  of  May. 


Specter,  according  to  her 
spokeswoman,  Lori  Stem,  kept 
the  booklet  for  a  few  weeks  while 
she  and  her  staff  deliberated  the 
“appropriate  thing  to  do.” 
Specter  decided  to  write  letters  to 
the  Philadelphia  District  Attorney 
and  the  U.S.  Attorney  requesting 
the  pamphlet  be  examined  for  vio¬ 
lations  of  obscenity  laws.  Specter 
wanted  the  pamphlet  banned  for 
sale  in  the  city. 

Enter  Specter’s  husband,  U.S. 
Senator  Arlen  Specter,  a  Republi¬ 
can  and  the  chair  of  the  Senate 
Juvenile  Justice  Subcommittee. 
Stern  says  that  while  appearing  on 
a  local  talk  show  around  the  end 
of  May,  Specter  made  an  off-hand 
reference  to  the  booklet,  shown 
him  by  his  wife.  Stern  says  the 
local  media  jumped  on  the  com¬ 
ment  and  contacted  Council- 
woman  Specter,  who  was  unable 
to  fend  off  the  reporters. 

The  co-owners  of  Giovanni’s 
Room,  however,  contended  in  a 
statement  released  June  2  that 
Specter  held  a  press  conference  an¬ 
nouncing  the  pamphlet’s  availa¬ 
bility  at  the  bookstore  and  that  she 
did  so  without  contacting  the 
store’s  owners. 

On  May  31,  the  day  after  Spec¬ 
ter’s  dealings  with  the  media,  an 
estimated  1 50  people  descended  on 
Giovanni’s  Room  for  a  demon¬ 
stration,  invited  there  by  two  local 
radio  broadcasters.  The  disc 
jockeys’  boss  said  they  were  “le- 
gititmately  outraged”  over  the  sale 
of  the  pamphlet.  And  the  jocks 
themselves  said  their  target  was 
not  “alternative  lifestyles”  but 
rather  the  sexual  abuse  of  chil¬ 
dren.  Later  they  claimed  naivete 
about  the  location  of  Giovanni’s 
Room  —  a  predominantly  gay 
neighborhood  —  and  even  that  it 
was  a  gay/lesbian  bookstore. 

But  the  connection  of 
Giovanni’s  Room  and  gay  men 
and  lesbians  to  the  sexual  abuse  of 
children  was  made.  The  bookstore 


reported  receiving  100  phone  calls 
from  angry  citizens,  some  of 
whom  threatened  the  bookstore 
and  its  employees  with  physical 
violence. 

Ed  Hermance,  who  owns  the 
bookstore  with  Arleen  Olshan,  all 
day  on  May  30  steadfastly  refused 
to  deny  his  customers  access  to  the 
booklet,  saying  it  was  available  by 
special  order.  But  by  mid-day  on 
May  31,  with  the  demonstrators  at 
his  door,  Hermance  announced 
that  the  booklet  would  no  longer 
be  available.  In  a  statement  re¬ 
leased  on  June  2,  the  Giovanni’s 
Room  owners  said,  “We  will  never 
have  another  copy  of  the  booklet 
to  sell  or  give  away  for  any 
reason.” 

Also  appearing  at  the 
demonstration  was  a  phalanx  of 
the  city’s  gay  and  lesbian  civil 
rights  activists,  headed  up  by  Rita 
Adessa,  executive  director  of  the 
Philadelphia  Lesbian/Gay  Task 
Force.  Adessa  refuted  the  notion 
that  child  sexual  abuse  is  perpe¬ 
trated  by  gay  men.  She  said  it  is  a 
“predominantly  heterosexual 
crime”  and  suggested  that  the 
media  and  demonstrators  relocate 
to  an  adult  bookstore.  Accom- 
anying  Adessa  were  five  lesbians 
and  one  gay  man.  The  demon¬ 
strators  dispersed,  not  at  Adessa’s 
suggestion  but  rather  when  Her¬ 
mance  announced  he  would  no 
longer  special  order  the  pamphlet. 

On  June  7,  a  brick  was  hurled 
through  the  window  of  Giovanni’s 
Room.  Bomb  threats  have  been 
received  by  the  store  staff.  Ed  Her¬ 
mance  reported  to  the  Gay  News 
that  he  “felt  the  need  to  sleep  at  a 
friend’s  home”  for  his  safety.  And 
Councilwoman  Joan  Specter  was 
asked  repeatedly  why  she  co-spon- 
sored  a  Iesbian/gay  pride  week 
proclamation,  voted  down  in 
council. 

Through  spokeswoman  Stern, 
Specter  said  she  was  “horrified 
and  upset  when  it  began  turning 


into  something  against  the  gay 
community.” 

Meanwhile,  lesbians  and  gay 
men  conducted  community  meet¬ 
ings,  wrote  letters  to  the  editor  and 
commentaries  to  the  city’s 
gay  newspapers,  Gay  News  and 
Au  Courant.  The  meetings  and 
published  accounts  contain  the 
now-familiar  and  classic  argu¬ 
ments  about  intergenerational  sex, 
child  sexual  abuse,  informed  con¬ 
sent,  age  of  consent  and  pornog¬ 
raphy. 

But  an  especially  strongly- 
worded  condemnation  of  the  role 
played  by  Rita  Adessa  and  com¬ 
pany  at  the  Giovanni’s  Room 
demonstration  on  May  31  was 
penned  by  Dan  Daniel.  Daniel 
produces  and  hosts  the  WXPN 
radio,  show  called  “Gaydream.” 
In  a  commentary  intended  for  but 
never  aired  on  the  program, 
Daniel  alleged  a  conspiracy  by 
Adessa  and  three  other  lesbians  in 
the  city  of  “leading  the  swing  from 
gay  liberation  to  gay  legislation.” 
Daniel  accused  the  women  of 
“divisive  and  destructive  behavior 
in  seeking  out  non-gay  media 
representatives  to  publicize  les- 
bian/gay  community  contro.ver- 
sies....”  In  his  radio  script,  Daniel 
named  Roberta  Hacker,  executive 
director  of  Voyage  House,  a  group 
home  for  homeless  youths,  as  the 
person  who  delivered  the  pamph¬ 
let  to  Councilwoman  Specter. 

Daniel  told  GCN  he  was  forbid¬ 
den  from  airing  the  program  on 
WXPN  by  the  station  manager, 
Peter  Cuozzo,  who  was  prompted 
by  a  call  from  Hacker  to  censor  his 
show.  Daniel  has  left  the  station, 
at  least  temporarily,  and  is  negoti¬ 
ating  terms  of  his  return  with  man¬ 
agement. 

Contacted  by  GCN,  Adessa 
testily  refused  comment  on 
Daniel’s  allegations.  Hacker  could 
not  be  jeached  for  comment,  but 
had  refused  comment  to  the  Gay 
News  in  its  July  12  issue. 


An  ad-hoc  group  of  gay  men, 
lesbians,  feminists  and  straight 
men  has  asked  the  owners  and 
staff  of  Giovanni’s  Room  to 
“remove  from  shelves  advocacy 
material  on  pedophilia,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  staff-member  Clay  Van 
Battenberg.  He  told  GCN  that  the 
staff  “agreed  to  look  at  the  mate¬ 
rial  one-by-one.” 

“We  don’t  have  hard  and  fast 
rules  as  to  what  we’re  going  to  dis¬ 
continue  carrying.  We’ll  look 
more  closely  at  any  books  regard¬ 
ing  pedophilia,  but  we  haven’t 
made  any  decisions  yet,”  said  Van 
Battenburg. 

Asked  for  the  ad-hoc  group’s 
definition  of  advocacy  materials. 
Van  Battenburg  replied,  “If  it’s 
not  anti-pedophilia,  it’s 
advocacy.” 

Petitions  urging  Giovanni’s 
Room  to  remove  controversial  ma¬ 
terials  from  its  shelves,  as  well  as 
petitions  urging  Giovanni’s  Room 
to  oppose  removal,  are  circulating 
in  Philadelphia.  Van  Battenburg 
said  the  store  received  one  peti¬ 
tion,  signed  by  6  or  8  people,  urging 
“non-support”  of  the  store. 

Van  Battenburg  acknowledged 
that  the  efforts  to  rid  the  store  of 
“pedophile  advocacy  materials” 
amounts  to  censorship  by  a  group 
of  people  which  is  associating  child 
sexual  abuse  with  pedophilia  of 
gay  men.  “The  problem,”  he  said, 
“is  one  of  definition.” 

Censorship  is  much  on  the  mind 
of  Dan  Daniel,  as  well.  He  told 
GCN  he  is  most  concerned  about 
the  future  of  the  radio  show  “Gay- 
dream”  and  the  integrity  of  future 
programming  at  WXPN.  Al¬ 
though  the  management  denies  it 
censored  Daniel’s  program,  he  dis¬ 
agrees.  “The  station  perceives  it 
owns  the  program.  And  I  perceive 
that  the  community  owns  the  pro¬ 
gram.” 

Both  Daniel  and  Van  Batten¬ 
burg  reported  that  the  community

little  white  lies 

NEW  YORK  —  A  spokesman  for  New  York’s 
Catholic  Archbishop  John  J.  O’Connor  has  owned  up 
to  an  “unfortunately  misleading”  report  which  said 
Pope  John  Paul  II  had  given  explicit  encouragement 
to  O’Connor  regarding  his  stand  on  the  city’s  Execu¬ 
tive  Order  50,  according  to  the  New  York  Times. 

The  Rev.  Peter  G.  Finn  wrote  a  letter  appearing  in 
an  issue  of  Catholic  New  York  that,  contrary  to  earlier 
reports  on  its  pages,  “O’Connor  did  not  have  a  private 
discussion  with  the  Holy  Father,”  and  the  Pope  did 
not  “address  Executive  Order  50  or  any  other  matter 
pertaining  to  the  city  of  New  York.”  O’Connor  boasted 
in  a  previous  issue  that  the  Pope  “strongly  en¬ 
couraged  me  to  continue  to  present  the  position  of 
the  Church”  on  homosexuality.  In  truth,  O’Connor, 
along  with  ten  other  newly  named  archbishops,  at¬ 
tended  a  luncheon  with  the  Pope  during  which  he  urg¬ 
ed  all  present  to  “present  Church  teaching  firmly, 
without  compromise,  but  gently  and  charitably.” 

O’Connor  is  presently  embroiled  in  a  struggle 
worth  $76  million  in  social  service  contracts  with  the 
city  of  New  York  over  Executive  Order  50.  O’Connor 
has  refused  to  sign  the  pledge  requiring  private 
groups  doing  business  with  the  city  to  state  they  will 
not  discriminate  in  employment  or  hiring  because  of 
“race,  creed,  color,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  handi¬ 
cap,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation  or  sexual 
preference.”  O’Connor  maintains  that  to  sign  the 
pledge  would  amount  to  a  violation  of  Church  teach¬ 
ing  on  homosexuality. 

Mayor  Ed  Koch  is  not  enforcing  the  order  while  it 
undergoes  legal  challenge  in  the  State  Supreme 
Court  in  Manhattan. 


international  gay  conference 

.  HELSINKI,  Finland  — Over  70  delegates  and  ob¬ 
servers  from  18  countries  gathered  here  for  the  eighth 
annual  conference  of  the  International  Gay  Associa¬ 
tion  (IGA),  July  9-15. 

Delegates  wrote  letters  condemning  a  number  of 
incidents  of  anti-gay  persecution  in  Mexico,  Greece, 
Belgium,  Scotland,  Australia,  Britain  and  the  Nether¬ 
lands.  Conferencegoers  noted  the  reluctance  of  such 
international  human  rights  organizations  as  the 
United  Nations  and  Amnesty  International  to  defend 
the  lives  of  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

The  Pink  Book,  to  be  published  by  the  IGA  on 
Demcember  10,  United  Nations  Human  Rights  Day,  will 
document  the  persecution  or  discrimination  against 
lesbians  and  gay  men  around  the  world.  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Pink  Book  is  partially  funded  by  the  Dutch 
government. 

The  IGA,  in  one  breath,  both  welcomed  as  a  new 
member  the  national  gay  organization  of  South  Africa 
and  condemned  that  government’s  policy  of  apart¬ 
heid.  IGA  membership  now  extenda^o  the  continent 
of  Africa.  And  the  IGA  gained  its  first  membership 
from  Eastern  Europe  —  a  Russian  gay  organization 
based  in  Leningrad. 

Finnish  authorities  refused  to  extend  even  the 
minimal  courtesies  offered  to  persons  attending  an 
international  conference  in  their  country.  They 
likewise  rejected  requests  for  financial  assistance 
made  by  conference  organizers.  The  University  of  Hel¬ 
sinki,  however,  provided  conference  rooms,  making 
the  meeting  possible  after  all. 

Next  year’s  conference  will  be  held  in  Toronto, 
Canada,  July  7-14.

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Two  Massachusetts  politi¬ 
cal  figures  received  praise  and  thanks  at  a  $60-a-head 
fundraiser  for  the  National  Association  of  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Democratic  Clubs  (NAGLDC)  on  July  17. 

U.S.  Senator  Paul  Tsongas  was  guest  of  honor  at 
the  benefit  reception.  He  told  the  crowd  he  was  proud 
of  his  pioneering  work  for  gay  rights  legislation  dur¬ 
ing  his  Senate  term.  Tsongas  predicted  that  the  fed¬ 
eral  gay  rights  bill  will  eventially  be  enacted.  U.S.  Rep. 
James  Shannon,  a  candidate  for  the  retiring  Tsongas’ 
seat,  also  appeared. 

And  U.S.  Rep.  Barney  Frank  was  the  recipient  of 
a  spontaneous  and  rousing  ovation  from  the  crowd  of 
300  when  he  was  introduced.  As  the  audience 
shouted  “Bar-ney,  Bar-ney,”  Midge  Costanza, 
NAGLDC  official  and  former  Carter  White  House  ad¬ 
visor,  said  Frank  had  championed  gay  rights  “with 
great  risk  to  his  political  career.”  Costanza  urged 
Frank  to  run  for  a  national  office. 


now  joins  gay  legal  group 
in  custody  case 

NEW  York  —  The  National  Organization  for 
Women  Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund  has  join¬ 
ed  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund  in  its 
amicus  brief  supporting  a  gay  father  in  his  custody 
battle,  according  to  Lambda.  NOW  and  Lambda  filed 
a  joint  friend-of-the-court  brief  in  the  case  of  Gottlieb 
v.  Gottlieb  on  July  16. 

Richard  Gottlieb  was  denied  custody  of  his  five- 
year-old  daughter  and  given  severely  restricted  visita¬ 
tion  rights  because  he  is  gay.  Gottlieb,  an  active 
member  of  New  York’s  Gay  Fathers  Forum,  is  appeal¬ 
ing  the  decision,  which  was  based  on  testimony  that 
the  girl  began  having  nightmares  after  her  parents 
separated.  Despite  a  psychologist's  testimony  that 
the  nightmares  were  the  result  of  stress  caused  by 
the  divorce,  the  trial  court  attributed  them  to  Gott¬ 
lieb’s  gayness.  In  addition  to  an  outright  denial  of 
custody,  the  court  ordered  that  Gottlieb’s  lover  of  3  Vi 
years  must  be  excluded  from  all  visits  and  the  child 
may  “not  be  taken  to  any  place  where  known  homo¬ 
sexuals  are  present. 

NOW’s  involvement  in  the  case  is  due  to  the 
group’s  goal  of  eliminating  barriers  that  “deny  gay 
women  full  equality  and  justice  under  the  law.”  Said 
NOW  attorney  Marsha  Levick:  “A  necessary  corollary 
of  that  goal  is  to  challenge  custody  and  visitation 
decisions  on  sexual  orientation  and  to  protect  the 
rights  of  gay  parents,  male  and  female.”

NEW  YORK  —  Organizers  for  the  International 
March  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Freedom,  scheduled  for 
September  30  in  New  York,  have  produced  a  three- 
color  2Vi  inch  button  to  promote  the  march  and  raise 
funds  for  it.  Designed  by  graphic  artist  Joseph  Cav- 
alieri,  it  features  a  pink  triangle  and  a  spinning  globe, 
along  with  the  name,  date  and  place  of  the  march.

too  little,  too  late 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  A  national  magazine  of 
“technology  and  its  implications”  will  publish  in  its 
August  issue  an  article  condemning  the 
government’s  lack  of  initiative  in  providing  funds  for 
AIDS  research.  Technology  Review  jumps  into  AIDS 
reporting  with  “Too  Little  Aids  for  AIDS”  by  Judith 
Randal. 

Randal  calls  onto  the  carpet  Health  and  Human 
Services  Secretary  Margaret  Heckler  for  her  depart¬ 
ment’s  negligence  in  responding  to  the  AIDS  crisis. 
Says  Randal:  “...the  mayors  of  New  York,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Los  Angeles  and  other  cities  hardest  hit  by  the 
AIDS  epidemic  have  learned  to  their  sorrow  that  they 
can  count  on  precious  little  help  from  Washington  — 
particularly  when  it  comes  to  paying  the  enormous 
medical  bills  for  AIDS  patients.” 

But  worse  than  its  reluctance  to  spend  money  for 
AIDS  research,  says  Randal,  is  the  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration’s  misleading  and  dangerous  implication  that 
“AIDS  has  now  been  converted  from  a  health  emer¬ 
gency  to  a  manageable  problem."  She  says  that 
HTLV-3  is  an  unsubstantiated  causal  agent;  that  the 
AIDS  blood  test  is  an  unknown  quantity;  that  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  vaccine  is  problematic  and  estimates  it  to 
be  a  6-8  year  project;  and  that  treatment  is  no  better 
now  than  it  was  three  years  ago. 

Randal  posits  that  the  federal  machinery  is  not 
equipped  to  cope  with  epidemics  and  health  emer¬ 
gencies,  and  although  Congress  has  passed  legisla¬ 
tion  establishing  a  mechanism  to  automatically  al¬ 
locate  funds  for  health  emergencies,  no  money  has 
yet  been  appropriated  to  it.  As  one  scientist  observed, 
“AIDS  is  a  tragic  problem,  but  what  if  it  was  a  much 
larger  problem?  We’d  really  be  in  trouble  then.” 


convention  greetings  spurned 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Harvey  Milk’s  former  lover, 
Scott  Smith,  was  forced  to  resign  his  volunteer  job  as 
chief  greeter  of  the  Mississippi  delegation  when  dele¬ 
gates  from  that  state  said  they  did  not  want  to  be 
greeted  by  a  gay  person,  according  to  the  Bay  Area 
Reporter. 

Convention  planners  had  selected  Smith,  a 
native  Mississippian,  to  greet  the  state’s  delegates 
after  he  applied  for  the  job.  The  greeter’s  role  at  the 
convention  was  to  make  out-of-town  delegates  feel  at 
home  in  the  host  city.  The  San  Francisco  Examiner 
got  wind  of  the  assignment  and  gave  Smith  a  call  to 
find  out  why  he  was  working  for  the  convention.  "I 
told  that  that  because  of  the  negative  media  images 
of  homosexuals,”  said  Smith,  “that  I  hoped  my  exam¬ 
ple  [of  being  gay]  would  help  educate  the  Mississippi 
delegation.” 

When  Smith’s  comment  hit  the  papers,  some 
Mississippi  delegates  complained  to  the  hotel  in 
which  they  were  to  stay.  Hotel  management  con¬ 
tacted  the  host  committee  and  told  committee 
members  that  it  would  be  best  if  Smith  were  not 
assigned  to  any  delegations  staying  there.  The  host 
committee  then  asked  Smith  to  resign,  which  he  did 
under  protest.  Smith  says  he  may  take  his  case  to  the 
San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission. 

Said  Smith:  “They  are  holding  this  convention  in 
the  gayest  city  in  the  world.  They  have  a  lesbian  and 
gay  platform,  and  yet  when  homophobia  raises  its  ug¬ 
ly  head,  we  are  sent  to  the  back  of  the  bus.  If  I  had 
been  black,  or  Jewish,  or  female,  and  a  delegation 
had  requested  that  I  be  removed  from  my  job,  that 
delegation  would  have  been  quickly  rebuked.” 


oklahomos  threatened  again 

OKLAHOMA  CITY,  OK  -  The  Oklahoma  legisla¬ 
ture  voted  overwhelmingly  to  ask  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  to  reinstate  its  anti-gay  teacher  statute,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  National  Gay  Rights  Advocates  (NGRA). 
The  law  prohibits  discussion  of  homosexuality  by 
school  teachers  and  was  declared  unconstitutional 
by  the  Tenth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  earlier  this  year. 

National  Gay  Rights  Advocates  has  submitted  a 
reply  brief.  “We  are  asking  the  court  to  affirm  the  ap¬ 
pellate  decision.  It  was  a  sound,  well-reasoned  ruling 
based  on  established  First  Amendment  principles,” 
said  Leonard  Graff  of  NGRA. 

The  court  can:  simply  affirm  the  lower  court’s 
decision  or  it  can  grant  full  review,  entailing  addi¬ 
tional  briefs  and  oral  arguments.  The  Court,  now  in  its 
summer  recess,  will  consider  the  matter  in  October. 


oh,  brothers 

While  gay  characters  and  gay  situations  are  not 
unknown  to  all  you  folks  in  TV-land,  for  the  first  time  a 
gay  character  will  take  center  stage  in  a  situation 
comedy.  “Brothers,”  a  show  which  premiered  recent¬ 
ly  on  the  pay  TV  cable  station  Showtime,  features  a 
young  gay  man  coping  with  coming  out  to  his  family 
—  two  older  brothers.  A  reviewer  for  the  New  York 
Times  calls  the  show  “unusual  and  decidedly  enter¬ 
taining.” 

In  the  first  episode,  Cliff  (Paul  Regina)  comes  out 
to  his  brother  Joe  (Robert  Walden)  under  the  pressure 
of  his  impending  marriage.  The  wedding  cancelled, 
Cliff’s  queen  friend  Donald  (Philip  Charles  Mac- 
Kenzie)  sashays  around  and  announces,  “I  mean  Hall¬ 
mark  didn’t  even  make  a  card  for  this.”  In  another 
scene,  Donald  tells  brother  Lou  (Brandon  Maggert), 
who  delivers  standard  homophobic  remarks  replete 
with  sissies  and  fairies,  that  “a  glib  tongue  is  such  a 
blessing.” 

“Brothers”  will  air  on  August  3  and  then  begin 
weekly  serialization  on  Thursday,  August  16. 


anti-gay  speaker  riles  gay  prostitutes 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  appearance  of  an  anti¬ 
gay  speaker  at  the  “Women’s  Forum  on  Prostitute’s 
Rights,”  held  here  from  July  16-19,  threw  the  Hooker’s 
Convention  into  an  uproar,  according  to  Robert 
D’Avanzo  of  New  York’s  Gay  Prostitutes’  Collective. 
The  invitation  of  Fred  Cherry,  also  fo  New  York  and  an 
anti-gay  activist,  prompted  the  controversy.  D’Avanzo 
says  Cherry  has  conducted  a  campaign  against  gay 
rights  legislation,  placing  at  least  one  ad  in  a  paper 
calling  on  New  York’s  “homosexual”  Mayor  Ed  Koch 
to  crack  down  on  gays  instead  of  straight  clients  of 
prostitutes. 

One  prostitute  said,  “What  rights  does  any  john 
have  to  call  for  increased  arrests  of  gays  and  gay  pros¬ 
titutes?  All  this  convention  is  doing  for  me  is  giving 
me  a  headache.” 

And  D’Avanzo,  who  said  he  was  too  busy  bailing 
people  out  of  jail  to  go  hear  a  homophobe  speak, 
warned  that  Margo  St.  James,  a  well-known  pros¬ 
titute’s  rights  activists,  may  have  damaged  her  credi¬ 
bility.  “Margo  St.  James  can  attend  gay  rights  demon¬ 
strations  until  she  is  blue  in  the  face  but  she  will  find 
it  difficult  to  repair  the  damage  she  did  here.”

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Immigration  Rights  Setback 

Public  Healih  Service  To  Bar  Immigrating  Gays

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  —  The 
Public  Health  Service  has  ordered 
its  doctors  to  begin  issuing  the 
medical  certificates  needed  to  bar 
lesbians  and  gay  men  from  en¬ 
trance  into  the  country. 

The  order  applies  only  to  the  1 1 
western  states  covered  by  the  U.S. 
Ninth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
which  had  ruled  in  the  Carl  Hill 
case  that  a  medical  certificate  must 
be  issued  in  order  for  a  gay  person 
to  be  excluded.  However,  the 
order  will  probably  not  have  a 
wide-ranging  impact,  because  the 
INS  does  not  question  immigrants 
regarding  their  sexual  orientation. 

The  examination  will  be  re¬ 
quested  by  INS  only  if  a  person  of¬ 
fers  the  information  about  his  sex¬ 
ual  orientation  or  if  a  third  party 
supplies  the  information,  unsolic¬ 
ited. 

The  order,  a  setback  to  gay  im¬ 
migration  rights,  serves  to  high¬ 
light  the  importance  of  attempts  to 
change  immigration  law  so  that 
lesbians  and  gay  men  are  no  longer 
excludable  as  a  class.  To  that  end, 
Rep.  Barney  Frank  (D-MA)  has 
introduced  a  bill  that  seeks  to  re¬ 
vamp  the  immigration  law’s  exclu¬ 
sionary  categories.  Hearings  were 
held  on  the  bill,  HR  4509,  on  June 
28  before  the  subcommittee  on  Im¬ 
migration,  Refugees  and  Interna¬ 
tional  Law  of  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee.  The  bill  is  not  ex¬ 
pected  to  face  action  until  the  next 
congressional  session. 

The  issue  of  medical  certifica¬ 
tion  originally  came  up  in  the  case 


Its  Name

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The 
Democratic  Convention,  which 
ended  last  week,  saw  the  fruition 
of  years  of  effort  on  the  part  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians  to  gain  accep¬ 
tance  as  part  of  the  Democratic 
Party.  Without  protest,  the  con¬ 
vention  adopted  rules  designed  to 
expand  participation  by  gay  men 
and  lesbians  in  the  party,  and 
adopted  a  platform  that  addresses 
several  key  issues  of  concern  to  gay 
men  and  lesbians. 

The  Gay  and  Lesbian  Caucus 
was  a  visible  and  active  force  on 
the  convention  floor.  As  Bill 
Kraus,  past  president  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  Harvey  Milk  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Democratic  Club,  told  the 
caucus  members  at  their  opening 
meeting,  “We  are  no  longer  the 
constituency  that  dare  not  speak 
its  name  in  the  Democratic 
Party.” 

The  caucus  consisted  of  some  61 
delegates,  alternates,  and  commit¬ 
tee  members  from  17  states,  repre¬ 
senting  all  three  presidential  cam¬ 
paigns  as  well  as  an  uncommitted 
bloc.  While  most  came  from  large 
cities  with  active  gay  and  lesbian 
communities,  a  few  hailed  from 
such  places  as  Yarmouth,  Maine; 
Meridian,  Miss.;  Burlington,  Vt.; 
and  Little  Rock,  Ark.  The  caucus 
increased  its  visibility  by  having  its 
members  wear  red,  white  and  blue 
ribbons  on  the  convention  floor. 
Since  the  rules  and  platform 
planks  addressing  gay  and  lesbian 
civil  rights  did  not  face  organized 
opposition,  much  of  the  caucus’ 
discussion  centered  on  ways  to 
support  the  minority  platform  re¬ 
port  raised  by  the  Jackson  and 
Hart  campaigns. 

On  Monday  night,  July  16,  the 
convention  adopted  rules  that 
amended  non-discrimination 


of  Carl  Hill,  a  British  gay  man 
visiting  the  U.S.  in  1979.  When 
INS  attempted  to  bar  him,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Gay  Rights  Advocates 
(NGRA)  and  others  held  that  the 
law  required  that  a  medical  certifi¬ 
cate  had  to  be  issued  certifying  a 
gay  person  as  medically  excluda¬ 
ble.  However,  the  certificates  are 
supposed  to  be  issued  by  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Service,  which  stopped 
issuing  them  in  1977  because 
homosexuality  is  no  longer  recog¬ 
nized  by  medical  people  as  a  men¬ 
tal  illness. 

In  the  Hill  case,  the  U.S.  Ninth 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  ruled 
that  a  gay  person  could  not  be  ex¬ 
cluded  without  the  certificate, 
even  if  he  tells  INS  officials  he  is 
gay. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  already 
ruled  that  even  though  gay  people 
are  not  specifically  mentioned  as 
an  excludable  class  in  the  immigra¬ 
tion  law,  it  is  the  intent  of  Con¬ 
gress  that  they  be  so  excluded 
under  the  category  “psychopathic 
personality.”  The  immigration 
law  was  passed  in  1952. 

According  to  Don  Barreth, 
press  officer  for  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  in  Atlanta  (CDC), 
PHS  doctors  will  be  called  in  by 
INS  only  if  a  lesbian  or  gay  man 
offers  the  information  regarding 
their  sexual  orientation.  INS  will 
then  call  in  a  PHS  doctor  who  will 
ask  the  individual  if  he  or  she  is 
gay.  If  the  answer  is  “yes,”  the 
doctor  will  fill  out  the  certificate 
saying  the  person  is  a  “self-pro- 
claimed  homosexual.” 

Leonard  Graff  of  NGRA,  a 


language  to  include  the  term  “sex¬ 
ual  orientation,”  and  added  gay 
men  and  lesbians  to  groups  cov¬ 
ered  under  the  party’s  outreach 
programs.  The  convention  also 
voted  to  establish  a  Fairness  Com¬ 
mission  to  review  party  rules  as 
they  relate  to  the  full  participation 
of,  among  others,  “persons  of  all 
sexual  preferences.” 

On  Tuesday  night,  July  17,  the 
convention  quietly  adopted  the 
proposed  platform,  which,  in  the 
chapter  entitled  “Justice,  Dignity 
and  Opportunity,”  includes  sev¬ 
eral  references  to  lesbians  and  gay 
men.  Under  a  section  entitled 
“Dignity  for  All,”  the  platform 
reads:  “All  groups  must  be  pro¬ 
tected  from  discrimination  based 
on  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  na¬ 
tional  origin,  language,  age,  or 
sexual  orientation.  We  will  sup¬ 
port  legislation  to  prohibit  dis¬ 
crimination  in  the  workplace 
based  on  sexual  orientation.  We 
will  assure  that  sexual  orientation 
per  se  does  not  serve  as  a  bar  to 
participation  in  the  military.  We 
will  support  an  enhanced  effort  to 
learn  the  cause  and  cure  of  AIDS, 
and  to  provide  treatment  for  peo¬ 
ple  with  AIDS.  And  we  will  ensure 
that  foreign  citizens  are  not  ex¬ 
cluded  from  this  country  on  the 
basis  of  their  sexual  orientation.” 

Under  a  section  entitled 
“Crime,”  the  platform  states: 
“Violent  acts  of  bigotry,  hatred, 
and  extremism  aimed  at  women, 
racial,  ethnic  and  religious  minori¬ 
ties,  and  gay  men  and  lesbians 
have  become  alarmingly  common 
phenomena.  The  Democratic  ad¬ 
ministration  will  work  vigorously 
to  address,  document,  and  end  all 
such  violence.” 

Gay  men  and  lesbians  were  also 
mentioned  by  several  speakers  at 


public-interest  law  firm  which  has 
been  involved  in  both  the  Hill  and 
Longstaff  immigration  and  natu¬ 
ralization  cases  told  GCN  he  ques¬ 
tions  the  validity  of  doctors  issuing 
a  medical  certificate  for  which 
there  is  no  disease. 

But  Barreth  insists  that  PHS 
doesn’t  suggest  disease  when  issu¬ 
ing  the  certificates  and  is  only  cer¬ 
tifying  “self-proclaimed  homosex¬ 
uality.”  Barreth  told  GCN  that 
PHS  has  not  changed  its  position 
on  homosexuality,  which  it  agrees 
is  not  a  disease.  He  said  that  PHS 
has  been  forced  to  issue  the  certifi¬ 
cate  by  “court  order.”  However, 
the  court  did  not  order  the  certifi¬ 
cates  be  issued,  but  ruled  a  gay  per¬ 
son  could  not  be  denied  entrance 
without  one. 

The  order  to  issue  the  cer¬ 
tificates  came  in  a  letter  from  Act¬ 
ing  Deputy  Attorney  General  D. 
Lowell  Jensen  to  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Health  Edward  Brandt, 
directing  Brandt  to  order  the  PHS 
to  issue  the  certificates.  Although 
gay  activists  have  known  about  the 
letter  for  some  time,  many  be¬ 
lieved  it  would  not  be  acted  on, 
both  because  Brandt  is  viewed  as 
sympathetic  to  progressive  causes 
and  because  it  was  generally  felt 
that  doctors  could  not  ethically 
issue  the  certificates. 

Graff  said  NGRA  is  considering 
a  lawsuit,  challenging  the  issuance 
of  certificates.  “It  is  improper  for 
PHS  to  conduct  exams  they  know 
are  unethical.  The  American 
Medical  Association  no  longer 
considers  [homosexuality]  a  dis¬ 
ease.”

the  convention.  Rev.  Jesse  Jack- 
son,  in  discussing  his  constituency 
of  “the  desperate,  the  disin¬ 
herited,  the  disrespected,  and  the  | 
despised,”  said,  “The  Rainbow 
Coalition  includes  lesbians  and 
gays.  No  American  citizen  ought 
to  be  denied  equal  protection 
under  the  law.  We  must  be  un¬ 
usually  committed  and  caring  as 
we  expand  our  family  to  include 
new  members.  All  of  us  must  be 
tolerant  and  understanding  as  the 
fears  and  the  anxieties  of  the  re¬ 
jected  express  themselves  in  many 
different  ways.” 

U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
Majority  Leader  Jim  Wright  of 
Texas  mentioned  gays  and  lesbians 
in  his  opening  remarks,  and  Cali¬ 
fornia  Sen.  Alan  Cranston  urged 
government  “to  stay  out  of  the 
bedroom.”  When  Rep.  Barney 
Frank  of  Massachusetts  men¬ 
tioned  gay  men  and  lesbians, 
members  of  the  caucus  raised  a 
large  “Gay  Vote  ’84”  banner,  cap¬ 
turing  the  attention  of  the  national 
media  for  several  seconds. 

Neither  Walter  Mondale  nor 
Geraldine  Ferraro  mentioned  the 
gay/lesbian  community  in  their 
remarks,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  the 
Democrats  will  seek  to  draw  attem 
tion  during  the  campaign  to  the 
gay  and  lesbian  civil  rights  plank  in 
the  platform.  However,  these 
planks  did  not  escape  the  attention 
of  the  Moral  Majority,  and  the 
gay/lesbian  community  can  expect 
some  discussion  of  the  issue  in  the 
upcoming  campaign.  Meanwhile, 
gay  and  lesbian  Democrats  are 
proud  of  what  was  accomplished 
in  San  Franscisco,  and  are  hoping 
to  play  an  important  role  in  the  ef¬ 
fort  to  defeat  Ronald  Reagan  in 
November. 


Barreth  countered:  “The  certifi¬ 
cates  don’t  go  into  disease.  [We 
are]  asked  to  sign  a  form  saying  a 
[particular]  person  said  some¬ 
thing.” 

And  John  Fanning  of  the  PHS 
said,  “We  don’t  want  to  be  in  this 
business.  That’s  why  we’re  doing 
this  only  in  a  limited  way.” 

When  asked  why  INS  and  the 
Justice  Department  forced  the 
issue  of  the  certificates,  Janet 
Graham,  public  affairs  specialist 
of  INS,  said  that  it  is  “a  matter  of 
law.”  Although  Graham  acknowl¬ 
edges  a  change  in  thinking  about 
homosexuality,  she  said  that  his¬ 
torically  it  was  Congress’  intent  to 
exclude  gay  people  and  therefore 
the  INS  policy  will  continue. 

With  governmental  agencies 
pointing  the  finger  at  Congress, 
activity  in  that  arena  has  taken  on 
even  larger  significance. 

At  hearings  before  the  subcom¬ 
mittee  on  Immigration,  Refugees 
and  International  Law,  among 
those  testifying  on  the  exclu¬ 
sionary  categories  was  Vickey 
Monrean,  executive  director  of 
Gay  Rights  National  Lobby 
(GRNL).  Monrean  told  GCN, 
“The  bottom  line  is  Congress.  The 
judiciary  has  to  base  their  rulings 
on  current  laws.  [Therefore]  we 
must  change  the  law  to  get  them  to 
rule  in  our  favor.  [Up  to  this 
point],  we  have  litigated  on 
technicalities.” 

While  no  further  action  on  the 
bill  is  expected  this  session,  it  will 
be  revived  next  session.  Joshua 
Koltun,  an  aide  to  Frank,  said, 
“Chairman  Mazzoli  made  it  clear

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  The  two 
versions  of  a  proposed  Cambridge 
Human  Rights  Ordinance  have 
been  consolidated  into  a  single  or¬ 
dinance  acceptable  to  each  of  the 
sponsors,  and  also  to  Mayor 
Leonard  Russell,  the  sixth  coun¬ 
cillor  to  express  his  support  for  the 
measure. 

City  Councillor  Alfred  Vellucci 
says  he  will  support  a  new  draft  of 
the  Human  Rights  ordinance  that 
includes  explicit  protections  for 
lesbians  and  gay  men.  The  new 
version  combines  Vellucci’s  pro¬ 
posal,  submitted  to  the  council  on 
March  19,  with  an  ordinance  in¬ 
troduced  six  weeks  later  by  Coun¬ 
cillor  Alice  Wolf.  Wolf,  who  is  on 
vacation  until  next  month  and 
could  not  be  reached  for  com- 


that  more  hearings  will  be  held 
next  Congress.”  He  added,  “The 
[Reagan]  administration  and  the 
Public  Health  Service  won’t  op¬ 
pose  a  bill  which  doesn’t  include 
homosexuality  in  the  exclusionary 
grounds.”  Koltun  also  said  he  be¬ 
lieves  exclusionary  categories  in¬ 
volving  “health  and  non-techni- 
cal”  grounds  would  be  easy  to 
change  but  political  categories 
would  likely  be  opposed. 

Activists  were  encouraged  when 
James  O.  Mason,  head  of  CDC, 
indicated  he  would  no  oppose 
removing  homosexuals  from  ex¬ 
cludability.  “Maybe  he  wasn’t 
prepared  for  the  question  and 
maybe  he  will  be  overruled  later 
[but]  Mason  was  testifying  as  a 
spokesperson  for  the  administra¬ 
tion,”  said  Monrean. 

However,  Monrean  conceded 
that  the  order  from  the  Justice 
Department  to  the  Public  health 
Service  to  begin  issuing  certifi¬ 
cates  might  have  been  “adminstra- 
tion  pressure  of  some  sort.” 

Graham  of  INS  was  unable  to 
say  whether  INS  would  favor 
dropping  lesbians  and  gays  from 
the  excludable  categories.  When 
INS  Commissioner  Alan  C.  Nel¬ 
son  testified  on  exclusion  he  said  in 
part,  “[I]t  is  not  clear  to  us  that 
repeal  of  the  grounds  of  excluda¬ 
bility  and  deportation  relating  to 
prostitition  and  immoral  sexual 
activities  is  warranted.

BOSTON  —  About  65  men  and  women  picketed  the  Eagle,  a  gay  men’s 
bar  in  Boston’s  South  End  on  the  evening  of  July  25  to  protest  the  bar’s 
showing  of  a  video  tape  featuring  comedian  Eddie  Murphy.  Organized 
by  the  AIDS  Action  Committee,  demonstrators  demanded  the  Eagle 
management  stop  showing  Murphy’s  video  in  which  he  makes  several 
anti-gay  slurs  and  AIDS  jokes. 

After  45  minutes  of  picketing  and  leafleting  of  customers  and  a  tele¬ 
phone  conference  with  owner  Mario  Mattei,  the  marchers’  demand  was 
met.  Mattei  said  he  would  destroy  Murphy  video,  as  well  as  a  video  of 
Donna  Summer  in  which  she  says  AIDS  is  God’s  punishment  of  gay  men. 
Mattei  apologized  to  the  marchers. 

AIDS  Action  Committee  member  Bob  Andrews  said,  “We  wanted 
Mario  to  know  he’s  got  a  community  he  needs  to  be  responsible  to.  He 
thinks  he  owns  the  bar  and  he  does.  But  it’s  our  bar,  too.”

Dear  GCN: 

In  response  to  the  letter  complaining  about 
open  bar  night  at  the  Marquee,  I’d  like  to  express 
my  viewpoint  on  the  issue.  As  the  bartender  who 
works  on  the  open  bar  night  I  must  point  out  a 
few  details  that  the  authors  of  the  letter  neglected 
to  mention. 

To  clarify,  the  $4  cover  is  an  option:  it  is  not 
mandatory  that  everyone  participates  in  the  open 
bar,  and  there  is  no  cover  charge  for  those  who 
choose  not  to.  However,  since  most  drinks  are  in 
the  $2  range,  the  offer  is  financially  sound  for 
women  who  want  two  drinks,  or  even  one  drink 
and  juices  or  sodas.  I  serve  the  drinks  one  at  a 
time.  As  a  bartender  I  have  the  option  of  refusing 
liquor  to  anyone  at  any  time,  and  the  responsi¬ 
bility  to  shut  someone  off  alcohol  if  I  feel  she 
becomes  incapable  of  gauging  her  own  limit,  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  open  bar  offer. 

There  is  much  alcohol  abuse  in  the  lesbian  com¬ 
munity.  Unfortunately,  There  are  few,  if  any  al¬ 
cohol-free  public  environments  for  lesbians  to 
socialize.  Thus  the  bar  is  much  more  than  a  place 
to  drink.  It  is  a  gathering  place  for  women  to  be 
with  other  women  and  escape  for  some  time  the 
heterosexual,  patriarchal  world. 

The  Marquee  staff  cares  about  ofl'r  bar  from 
much  more  than  a  business  viewpoint.  Still,  we 
are  a  bar,  and  our  business  function  is  to  serve 
alcohol.  Within  this  environment,  women  must 
take  some  responsibility  for  themselves.  The  con¬ 
cept  of  boycotting  the  Marquee  on  any  night  is 
disturbing.  As  one  of  the  very  few  public  meeting 
places  for  lesbians,  community  support  is  impor¬ 
tant  and  appreciated  for  our  continued  existence.

jimmy  kelly’s 
motives 

Dear  GCN,  GCN  readers,  and  Larry  Goldsmith: 

1  read  with  interest  “The  Education  of  Coun¬ 
cillor  Kelly”  on  the  front  page  the  July  14th 
GCN.  Having  followed  the  progression  of  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance  for  the  past 
month  or  so  and  the  machinations  of  the  political 
community  around  numerous  causes,  campaigns, 
and  activities,  I  was  curious  to  see  what  this 
“News  Analysis”  would  say. 

When  I  completed  the  article,  I  felt  a  need  to 
comment  on  some  of  the  questions  raised  in  the 
article. 

Given  what  I  know  of  Jimmy  Kelly,  I  assume 
that  he  has  appeared  at  gay  functions  and 
donated  to  gay  orgttpizations  because  he  is  a  sav¬ 
vy  politician  who  has  noticed  that  a  large  hunk  of 
his  District  (pardon  the  pun)  are  gay  men.  1  as¬ 
sume  he  supported  Ann  Maguire  because  Ann 
lives  in  his  District  and  he  felt  that  if  there  had  to 
be  a  liaison  to  the  gay  and  lesbian  community  that 
he/she  might  as  well  be  accessible.  My  point  is 
that  Jimmy  Kelly  appears  to  me  to  be  trying  to  do 
his  job  and  represent  his  district  in  fairly  un- 
mysterious  ways.  It  is  my  understanding  that  Jim¬ 
my  Kelly  worked  fairly  closely  with  David  Scon- 
dras  in  voicing  his  problems  with  the  proposed 
Human  Rights  Ordinance  in  timely  fashion  and 
that  Kelly’s  support  of  the  bill  was  important  in 
its  final  passage. 

I  don’t  know  what  Jimmy  Kelly’s  motives  are, 
and  I  don’t  really  care.  I  know  that  a  politician 
who  many  view  as  racist  and  homosexist  cast  a 
vote  for  an  ordinance  that  fights  racism  and 
homosexism  in  our  city.  Maybe  Kelly  has  changed 
in  his  heart  of  hearts,  maybe  not,  but  due  to  gay 
and  lesbian  political  presence  in  the  Boston  elec¬ 
toral  process  and  the  activism  of  gay  and  lesbian 
community  leaders,  Jimmy  Kelly’s  actions  have 
become  less  racist,  less  homosexist.  To  me,  it 
seems  that  gay  activism  is  about  many  things  at 
many  diffr  ent  stages.  It  is  about  passing  a 
human  rights  ordinance,  it  is  about  seeing 
behavior  change  (e.g.  Jimmy  Kelly’s),  and  it  is 
about  most  ideally,  changing  hearts  and  minds. 
Each  of  those  goals  has  its  own  timetable.  The 
pursuit  of  one  does  not  signify  that  dreams  and 
ideals  and  long  term  goals  are  left  to  gather  dust 
on  a  shelf  in  the  BPL.  Our  community  can  choose 
to  see  shadows  wherever  it  wants,  it  can  choose  to 
minimize  its  accomplishments  and  to  run  from 
success,  the  success  of  those  people  who  have  the 
guts  and  endurance  to  put  their  time  in  for  us  all, 
whether  those  people  be  David  Scondras,  Eric 
Rofes,  Richard  Burns,  Ann  Maguire,  Holly  Ladd 
or  whether  they  be  all  those  followers  who  person 
the  trenches  inWhat  will  be  a  long  haul.  Our  com¬ 
munity  can  choose  only  to  look  at  how  far  we 
have  to  go  and  ignore  how  far  we  have  come.  I  am 
not  advocating  forgetting  the  future,  but  I  do  feel 
recognizing  our  successes,  celebrating  those  suc¬ 
cesses,  is  an  enpowering  ritual  that  will  lead  us  in¬ 
to  the  future  we  want.  Larry  Goldsmith  closed  his 
article  with  this  question,  “What  does  it  say  for 
the  progress  of  a  lesbian  and  gay  movement  when 
its  highest  stated  priority  suddenly  becomes  ac¬ 
ceptable  even  to  Jim  Kelly?”  Maybe  it  says  that 
we  are  coming  of  age,  in  full  power,  that  we  are 
changing  votes,  and  behavior,  and  eventually 
hearts  and  minds.  Not  to  be  trite,  but  every 
journey  is  made  up  of  a  million  small  steps.

responds 

Dear  GCN: 

Angry  Arts  is  a  collective  that  shows  “films 
about  people  in  struggle.”  We  see  ourselves  as 
part  of  the  movement  to  create  socialism  in  the 
U.S.,  and  we  show  films  that  challenge  people  to 
think  critically  and  politically  about  their  lives 
and  their  society.  Just  as  GCN  provides  an  alter¬ 
native  to  the  mainstream  media’s  homophobic-if- 
at-all  coverage  of  the  gay  community,  we  provide 
an  alternative  to  the  homophobic,  classist,  racist, 
sexist  films  at  commercial  theatres  by  showing 
films  that  are  rarely  shown  elsewhere  in  Boston. 
In  recent  years  we’ve  sold  out  every  show  of  les¬ 
bian  classics  Born  in  Flames  and  Maedchen  in 
Uniform,  as  well  as  Malcolm  X,  the  Battle  of 
Chile,  and  others.  Because  we  want  everyone  to 
see  our  films,  we  ask  only  $2.50  for  our  tickets, 
and  even  that  is  a  donation:  people  who  are  not 
able  to  pay  are  always  admitted. 

Recently  (6/23)  Andrea  Loewenstein  reviewed 
our  presentation  of  the  Cuban  film.  One  Way  or 
Another.  She  began  the  review  by  acknowledging 
her  “consumer  capitalist”  biases  and  then  admit¬ 
ted  to  avoiding  Angry  Arts  because  of  our  “un¬ 
comfortable  seats”  and  the  “lectures”  we  give 
before  our  movies.  Well,  Andrea,  given  who  we 
are  and  what  we  do,  it  should  come  as  no  surprise 
that  seeing  a  movie  at  Angry  Arts  is  not  like  going 
to  the  Sack.  We’re  in  the  Cambridge  YWCA,  our 
seats  are  folding  chiars  with  cushions  and  we’re 
not  air  conditioned.  Still,  we’re  wheelchair  acces¬ 
sible,  which  is  more  than  the  Sack  can  say,  and  by 
purchasing  new  projectors,  speakers  and  a  screen 
this  year,  we’ve  significantly  improved  the  audio 
and  visual  aspects  of  our  presentation.  So  it’s  true 
we’re  not  the  Sack,  but  just  as  GCN  doesn’t 
aspire  to  be  the  New  York  Times,  we  don’t  aspire 
to  Sack-dom .  We  feel  that  we  provide  a  comforta¬ 
ble  space  for  viewing  interesting  movies,  and 
that’s  quite  a  feat,  given  the  economic  constraints 
we  face. 

Now  about  our  “lectures.”  Many  of  our  films 
are  foreign  or  about  little-known  historical 
events.  So  we  have  background  leaflets  and  we 
give  a  talk  before  each  film.  We  think  that  our 
talks  clarify  some  of  the  more  obscure  points  and 
terms  in  our  movies.  They  also  suggest  issues  that 
the  audience  may  want  to  watch  for  during  the 
film  and  to  discuss  afterwards.  (In  fact,  most  of 
the  issues  that  AL  raised  in  her  review  of  OWOA 
were  mentioned  in  our  leaflet  and  talk.)  These 
talks  are  given  in  the  spirit  of  helping  our  au¬ 
dience  to  enjoy  and  think  about  our  films.  We  do 
not  feel  (as  AL  implies  by  the  use  of  the  word 
“lectures”)  that  we  are  imparting  the  “correct 
line”  to  our  audience.  In  fact,  we  couldn’t  do  that 
even  if  we  want  to,  since  within  Angry  Arts  we 
always  disagree  about  the  film. 

All  to  say,  we’re  sorry  that  AL  tries  to  avoid 
our  films.  We  think  she’s  missing  some  good 
movies.  We’re  even  sorrier  that  she  felt  the  need 
to  glorify  her  biases  and  to  dismiss  our  collective 
and  our  work  in  her  review.  We  hope  that  other 
people  don’t  choose  to  avoid  our  movies  based  on 
AL’s  perceptions.

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Speaking  Out - 

HTLV3  Screening  —  A 
Cautious  Perspective 

By  Bob  Andrews 


In  the  very  near  future,  gay  men  who  either  consider  themselves  at  “high-risk”  for 
AIDS  or  who  have  actual  concerns  regarding  their  health  will  be  able  to  take  a  simple  test 
which  will  determine  if  they  have  been  exposed  to  HTLV3.  This  retrovirus  is  now  being  con¬ 
sidered  as  the  most  likely  cause  of  AIDS.  Other  than  that  (which  is  still  speculative)  little 
more  is  known  about  HTLV3  or  what  a  positive  test  really  means. 

Since  June  of  1983,  I  have  been  a  volunteer  in  a  study  at  Mass.  General  Hospital.  This 
research,  similar  to  many  other  studies  being  conducted  in  other  institutions,  is  a  two-year 
longitudinal  study  of  self-identified  “high-risk”  men  who  are  asymptomatic  of  illness.  The 
purpose  is  to  establish  a  base-line  over  a  period  of  time  and  to  carefully  monitor  any  changes 
in  the  individuals.  Controls  include  individuals  with  AIDS  and  individuals  not  in  a  “high- 
risk”  group  (presumably  heterosexual).  Every  three  months  I  have  an  exam  and  give 
specimens  (blood,  urine  and  semen)  that  undergo  a  battery  of  tests. 

Like  many  who  volunteered  for  this  study,  I  was  primarily -motivated  by  anxiety.  My 
health  was  good,  but  I  realized  that  my  sexual  history  paralleled  that  of  many  of  the  men 
who  had  been  diagnosed  with  AIDS.  As  a  participant  in  the  study  I  would  be  assured  imme¬ 
diate  medical  attention  should  I  begin  to  develop  any  symptoms.  I  am  also  hypochondriacal 
enough  to  imagine  every  cold  or  lump  to  be  the  beginning  of  the  worst.  I  wanted  reassurance 
that  I  was  okay. 

Initially  my  results  were  unremarkable.  The  doctors  conducting  the  study  and  the  nurse 
assisting  them  assured  me  with  their  sensitivity  and  gave  adequate  time  to  answer  my  ques¬ 
tions.  After  the  initial  battery  of  tests  I  did  feel  relieved.  I  also  felt  positive  about  my  contri¬ 
bution  to  this  important  research.  In  September  I  was  informed  that  there  had  been  some 
changes;  my  T  cell  subsets  “had  fallen  somewhat.”  Again,  the  doctor  was  reassuring.  Hard¬ 
ly  alarmed,  he  felt  this  was  probably  a  result  of  the  flu  I  had  just  recovered  from.  The  good 
news  was  that  my  lymphocyte  count  was  not  decreased.  Just  to  be  safe,  we  repeated  the  test 
three  weeks  later.  Again  the  results  were  abnormal.  But  otherwise  I  remained  asymptomatic 
—  great  appetite,  no  weight  loss  or  night  sweats.  So  I  was  once  again  reassured  and  told  it  is 
not  uncommon  for  someone  to  have  abnormal  T-cell  ratios.  I  was  beginning  to  have  my 
doubts. 

I  was  also  becoming  acutely  aware  of  my  responsibility  to  others,  especially  the  men  I 
was  intimate  with.  My  doctors  assured  me  that  it  was  safe  for  me  to  remain  sexual  as  long  as 
I  took  certain  precautions.  I  had  developed  a  “safe-sex”  lifestyle  (no  fucking,  no  exchange 
of  fluids,  no  drugs)  and  followed  their  advice. 

The  third  battery  of  tests  followed  the  same  pattern  of  abnormalities  with  a  new  devel¬ 
opment,  my  “blastogenesis  and  cytology”  was  “slightly  diminished.”  Again  the  doctors 
were  reassuring  but  I  was  beginning  to  feel  less  confident.  Over  the  next  few  months  I  devel¬ 
oped  a  persistent  low-grade  fever  and  had  two  incidents  of  night  sweats.  I  also  thought  I 
detected  a  slight  swelling  in  the  lymph  glands  under  my  arms  and  in  my  groin.  We  waited  un¬ 
til  the  fever  had  gone  down  before  repeating  my  next  tests.  By  this  time.  Dr.  Gallo’s  research 
had  been  announced  and  a  screening  for  HTLV3  was  available.  “Did  I  want  to  be 
screfned?”  Yes!  “Why?”  I’m  not  certain  except  that  I  was  anxious  and  I  hoped  the  results 
would  be  negative. 

On  May  31  the  results  arrived  from  Dr.  Gallo’s  lab.  I  was  one  of  the  first  to  discover 
that  I  was  positive  for  HTLV3  antibody.  I  was  tested  back  to  June  of  1983  with  the  same 
results.  Suddenly  we  were  discussing  my  diagnosis  of  ARC  and  the  treatment  options  availa¬ 
ble  to  me.  I  had  a  positive  culture  for  CMV  in  both  my  urine  and  my  saliva;  we  needed  to 
repeat  these  two  tests,  but  I  could  begin  Inteferron  treatment  if  I  chose.  This  was  not  a  deci¬ 
sion  I  had  to  make  just  then,  and  was  not  even  something  I  had  to  seriously  consider  at  that 
time,  but  I  should  think  about  it.  I  was  too  numb  to  think  about  anything.  There  was  a  point 
where  I  stopped  listening  and  felt  as  though  I  was  merely  observing.  I  didn’t  want  to  show 
my  fear,  so  I  refrained  from  asking  any  questions.  I  felt  a  need  to  reassure  them  at  this  point: 
“Yes,  I  understand”;  “I’m  not  really  surprised”;  “I’ll  be  in  touch.”  Suddenly  my  life  made 
a  quantum  change.  Just  as  “coming  out”  twenty  years  ago  changed  my  self-perception  and 
gave  me  new  options,  being  labeled  ARC  changed  me.  The  issue  of  coming  out  all  over  again 


brought  back  much  of  the  old  anxiety.  Who  do  I  tell,  how  do  I  present  it,  what  exactly  do  I 
say,  how  \yill  my  friends  react? 

I  relate  all  this  because  we,  as  a  community,  are  being  encouraged  to  take  part  in 
research  which  may  prove  beneficial  in  the  future,  but  which  offers  very  little  to  those  of  us 
who  volunteer  as  subjects.  I  have  serious  concerns  about  the  interpretations  of  the  test 
( results.  I  am  especially  concerned  about  the  government’s  interest  in  this  particular  area  of 
research  (screening  as  opposed  to  treatment).  It  has  been  reported  that  the  Pentagon’s  germ- 
warfare  lab  at  Ft.  Detrick,  MD  will  be  developing  diagnostic  tests  for  persons  suspected  of 
having  AIDS.  It  is  doubtful  they  have  our  best  interests  in  mind.  Confidentiality  has  been 
assured  by  our  doctors  and  I  trust  their  sincerity.  But  how  many  physicians  are  willing  to 
face  a  jail  sentence  if  records  are  subpoenaed?  Do  MGH  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  have  the  same  moral  integrity  as  the  Fenway? 

There  are  also  concerns  that  the  screening  might  become  mandatory  for  certain  types  of 
employment  and  for  insurance.  We  don’t  know  what  the  results  mean,  or  what  the  incidence 
of  HTLV 3  is  in  the  general  population.  However,  the  assumption  is  being  made  that  gay  men 
with  a  positive  antibody  are  ARC.  This  is  a  bit  premature.  In  my  case,  other  factors  may 
make  that  an  appropriate  diagnosis;  but  what  of  men  who  are  asymptomatic  yet  test  posi¬ 
tive? 

Since  my  diagnosis,  I  have  developed  other  “symptoms.”  I’ve  had  short  spells  of  head¬ 
aches,  low-grade  fever,  malaise,  depression  and  loss  of  appetite.  One  evening  I  was  dining 
with  a  friend,  a  man  with  AIDS,  and  we  were  discussing  my  test  results  and  treatment.  I 
passed  out!  I  don’t  see  myself  as  someone  taken  by  hysteria,  but  I  think  that  evening  I  scared 
myself  and  hyperventilated.  I  realized  that  I  was  assuming  the  role  of  a  sick  person,  that  I 
was  suddenly  developing  all  the  symptoms  I  associated  with  the  disease. 

I  am  fortunate  that  my  doctors  have  remained  open  to  my  increased  demands  on  their 
time.  I  question  whether  they  are  prepared  to  deal  with  the  anxiety  of  50  more  individuals 
like  me,  men  who  aren’t  really  sick  but  need  constant  reassurance  and  monitoring.  Recently, 
I’ve  found  myself  actually  pulling  away  from  my  doctors  and  feeling  angry  at  them.  I  know 
they  can’t  provide  me  with  the  reassurance  I  want,  and  I  associate  them  with  my  diagnosis. 
Irrational,  I  realize,  but  true. 

I  also  feel  fortunate  that  my  network  of  friends  includes  the  members  of  the  AIDS  Ac¬ 
tion  Committee.  Through  them  I  have  found  support  and  awareness  that  won’t  be  available 
to  many  of  the  people  who  are  screened  for  HTLV3.  We,  the  committee,  will  be  available  for 
advice  and  support  and  we  will  coordinate  our  efforts  with  medical  providers.  There  is  con¬ 
cern,  however,  that  increased  numbers  of  anxious  men  suddently  aware  of  their  exposure  to 
HTLV3  will  tax  all  our  resources. 

Throughout  the  AIDS  crisis,  the  lesbian  and  gay  community  has  cooperated  with  the 
medical/scientific  community.  We  have  opened  up  about  our  sexual  lives  and  entrusted  our 
health  to  them.  And  we  have  done  this  with  an  incredible  amount  of  trust.  We  have  to  main¬ 
tain  that  trust  if  we  are  sincere  in  our  demand  that  a  cure  for  AIDS  be  discovered. 
However,  it  is  now  time  for  us  to  assume  a  more  assertive  role  in  their  research.  At  this  most 
sensitive  level  of  research,  we  need  guarantees  that  our  rights  will  be  protected.  We  need  as¬ 
surances  that  confidentiality  is  maintained.  We  need  to  witness  an  equal  (if  not  greater)  em¬ 
phasis  on  developing  a  cure  as  there  is  in  culling  out  the  exposed. 

My  reaction  to  the  results  of  my  screening  is  that  I  have  not  been  given  any  information 
that  helps  me  personally.  The  direct  impact  is,  in  fact,  just  the  opposite.  Because  1  now 
know  that  I  have  been  exposed  (even  though  having  antibodies  may  prove  to  be  the  best 
possible  result)  I  have  a  sense  of  doom.  I  take  the  same  precautions  to  protect  others  as  I  did 
prior  to  my  diagnosis.  I  don’t  take  the  best  care  of  myself,  however,  and  I  feel  more  stressed. 
No  one  else  should  be  subjected  to  this  increased  anxiety  until  more  substantial  information 
is  known  about  HTLV3.  The  risks  are  just  too  great.  My  advice  to  any  friends  who  ask  is  that 
they  should  not  participate  in  this  study  at  this  time.  Continue  to  take  care  of  yourselves, 
learn  about  safe  sex,  and  see  a  physician  you  know  and  trust  if  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  your  health.  HTLV3  has  been  identified.  Now  let  them  cure  it!

scapegoating  at 
the  toilets 

Dear  GCN : 

On  July  8  at  about  1  in  the  afternoon  I  had  to 
use  the  washroom  in  the  Amtrak  section  of  New 
York’s  Penn  Station.  The  cleanest  stall  happened 
to  be  one  without  a  door  that  closed.  Soon  after  I 
entered,  the  Amtrak  police  came  into  the 
washroom  shouting  anti-gay  remarks  to  the  men 
using  the  facility.  A  young  black  man  was  violent¬ 
ly  pushed  against  the  wall  and  handcuffed  for 
“loitering.”  Another  man,  who  was  using  a  stall 
without  a  door,  was  told  he  was  being  charged 
with  “indecent  exposure.”  The  police  made 
another  man  get  up  to  show  them  a  turd  in  the 
bowl  in  order  to  prove  he  wasn’t  loitering.  As  I 
was  about  to  leave,  a  copy  told  me  that  if  I  ever 
came  back,  I  would  be  arrested  like  the  “other 
girls.” 

Saddest  of  all  was  that  the  police  seemed  to  be 
using  a  young  man  who  appeared  gay  as  an  in¬ 
former.  This  traitor  began  to  point  out  people  as 
soon  as  the  cop  entered.  The  people  he  pointed 
out  were  accused  of  the  horrible  crime  of  hanging 
out  for  more  than  a  minute. 

Since  I  wasn’t  even  hanging  out  —  nor  would  1 
even  go  into  such  a  filthy  place  if  nature  hadn’t 
called  —  the  warning  made  to  me  was  only 
because  the  cop  thought  1  was  gay.  So  what  is 
under  attack  here  is  the  right  of  a  gay  person  to 
use  a  public  facility  like  anyone  else. 

I  don’t  think  Amtrak  would  like  a  gay  boycott, 
so  letters  of  protest  may  be  helpful.  I’ve  heard 
that  there  were  recently  some  robberies  in  the  ter¬ 
minal  that  the  police  were  (of  course)  failures  at 
solving,  so  the  rounding  up  of  loiterers  may  be  an 
effort  to  make  the  police  look  like  they  are  on  the 
ball.  We  can’t  let  them  use  us  as  scapegoats.

gay  life  in  bombay 

Dear  GCN: 

The  recent  “marriage”  of  a  well  known  male 
journalist,  working  for  a  South  Indian  weekly,  to 
a  male  Muslim  residing  in  Bombay  seems  to  have 
gained  a  lot  of  respect  for  the  rest  of  gay  crowd  in 
India. 

In  many  ways,  this  “marriage”  has  opened  the 
door  for  more  public  homosexual  activity.  Not 
long  ago,  on  New  Year’s  eve,  a  party  was  thrown 
for  the  homosexual  community  of  Bombay  at 
Bandra’s  bandstand.  It  is  believed  that  a  lot  of 
top,  wealthy  industrialists  and  others  were  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  party. 

Many  parks  in  Bombay  have  become  dating 
places  for  gays.  After  10pm,  the  Shivaji  Park, 
Cooperage  and  Gateway  of  India  are  taken  over 
by  homosexuals.  And  it  is  here  that  they  pick  their 
kind,  converse  and  indulge  in  their  activities, 
which  goes  on  until  midnight. 

Railway  station  toilets  too  are  very  often  fre¬ 
quented  by  gays.  The  local  electric  trains  have  the 
maximum  of  business.  Places  like  Dadar, 
Mahim,  King’s  Circle  and  Chembur  are  full  of 
them. 

In  spite  of  the  existing  law,  regular  gay  parties 
are  held  in  posh  apartments.  They  are  basically  on 
the  same  scale  as  other  normal  parties,  except  for 
the  fact  that  here  they  are  all  men.  But  in  spite  of 
all  this  happening,  the  gay-bashing  gangs  do  exist 
too.  These  gangs  haunt  public  places,  frequented 
by  gays,  and  bash  them  up.  Often,  the  shocked 
homosexuals  are  robbed  of  their  belongings,  and 
the  gay-bashers  escape  with  the  booty.  There  is 
nothing  one  can  do  in  the  form  of  complaints,  for 
that  is  falling  into  one’s  own  trap. 

This  recent  “marriage”  is  only  the  first  step  to 
make  homosexuality  socially  acceptable.  More 
such  “marriages”  are  in  the  making  to  bring  to 
light  the  emergence  of  gay  life  and  gay  lifestyles  in 
Bombay  and  India  in  general.

Second  Meeting  Held 
To  Discuss  Area  Rapes

ALLSTON,  MA  —  ’  Saying 
“there  was  a  lot  of  energy  we 
didn’t  want  to  be  lost,”  the  All- 
ston-Brighton  Women’s  Issues 
Committee,  the  Allston-Brighton 
Housing  Alliance  and  City  Coun¬ 
cillor  Brian  McLaughlin  spon¬ 
sored  the  second  in  a  series  of 
meetings  called  to  deal  with  a 
series  of  rapes  reported  in  the  area. 
[See  GCN,  Vol.  11,  No.  50.] 

The  meeting,  billed  as  a  “prob¬ 
lem-solving  meeting,”  was  held 
July  24  and  attracted  30  partici¬ 
pants,  mostly  women,  interested  in 
organizing  concrete  responses  to 
the  violence  in  the  area. 

The  organizers  who  facilitated 
the  meeting,  Rachel  Greenberg, 
Nancy  Grilk,  Luann  Kuder,  and 
Carol  Wolfe,  encouraged  the  audi¬ 
ence  to  identify  their  own  areas  of 
concern  and  network  with  others 
who  shared  those  concerns.  The 
object  was  to  bring  community 
members  together  so  that  they 
could  begin  working  with  each 
other. 

Public  officials  attending  the 
meeting  included  State  Rep.  Tom 
Gallagher  and  State  Senator 
George  Bachrach.  In  addition,  St. 
Elizabeth’s  hospital,  one  of  the 
largest  employers  in  the  area,  sent 
Frank  Moy,  who  expressed  con¬ 
cern  for  their  women  employees. 
He  said  800  women  who  work  for 
the  hospital  live  in  the  area. 

Also  representing  the  hospital 
were  Mark  Rohr,  M.D.,  who  said 
he  could  answer  questions  or  give 
information  about  the  procedures 
used  when  examining  a  woman 
who  has  been  raped.  Hospitals  are 


required  in  Massachusetts  to  use  a 
“rape  kit”  in  such  cases.  The  kit 
standardizes  the  process  and  en¬ 
sures  collection  of  evidence  which 
can  later  be  used  in  court. 

In  the  general  discussion  before 
the  meeting  broke  into  work 
groups,  several  women  expressed 
the  anger  and  fear  they  felt  as  a 
result  of  the  22  reported  rapes. 
Many  of  the  incidents  involved 
forced  entry  into  the  woman’s 
apartment,  in  some  cases  by  more 
than  one  man.  There  were  several 
women  present  who  said  they  were 
roommates  or  friends  of  women 
who  were  assaulted. 

Prominent  among  participants’ 
complaints  was  criticism  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  for  in¬ 
sufficient  response  to  criminal  ac¬ 
tivity,  even  on  an  emergency  basis; 
insensitivity  to  victims  of  violent 
crimes;  and  lack  of  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  community,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  terms  of  disseminating 
information  about  crime  patterns 
in  the  area. 

When  participants  outlined 
their  concerns,  four  areas  were 
identified  and  work  groups 
formed.  The  first  group  elected  to 
work  on  issues  involving  govern¬ 
ment,  in  particular  the  police  and 
the  legislature.  This  group  dis¬ 
cussed  suggestions  to  make  to 
police  about  the  need  for  sensitiv¬ 
ity  training  for  all  officers;  the 
need  for  an  increse  in  the  number 
of  officers  assigned  to  the  sexual 
assault  unit;  the  need  to  institute 
police  foot  patrols;  and  the  need  to 
better  disseminate  information 
they  may  have  about  crime  in  the 


neighborhood.  Women  have  been 
demanding  that  police  issue  com¬ 
posite  drawings  of  some  of  the 
rapists,  and  those  are  expected 
shortly.  Women  were  encouraged 
to  attend  a  community  meeting 
scheduled  for  July  26  with  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn  to  bring  the  prob¬ 
lems  to  his  attention. 

The  group  also  decided  to  get 
the  word  out  by  making  signs  to 
put  up  in  the  Allston-Brighton 
area  and  also  by  running  public 
service  announcements  on  radio 
and  television. 

There  was  also  interest  in  reviv¬ 
ing  the  Allston-Brighton  Green 
Light  Program.  Greenlight,  a  net¬ 
work  of  safehouses  for  women, 
run  by  women,  was  active  in  the 
area  from  1979  to  1982,  with  up  to 
60  housing  units  participating.  The 
program  draws  its  name  from  the 
special  green  lights  which  marked 
these  houses.  The  program  folded 
when  its  core  organizers  were  no 
longer  able  to  carry  the  workload. 

Other  groups  discussed  educa¬ 
tion  and  outreach,  building  safety 
and  general  security.  Crime  pa¬ 
trols  were  mentioned,  as  well  as  a 
crime  watch.  Some  participants 
expressed  interest  in  helping  com¬ 
munity  members  to  organize  their 
buildings  and  to  monitor  safety 
code  violations  such  as  poor  light¬ 
ing,  inadequate  locks  and  broken 
intercom  systems.  They  empha¬ 
sized  the  importance  of  familiarity 
with  neighbors.

In  Convention  Spotlight

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Lesbians 
and  gay  men  active  in  American 
trade  unions  and  their  labor  sup¬ 
porters  were  highly  visible  during 
the  Democratic  National  Conven¬ 
tion  here.  Speakers  at  the  National 
March  for  Lesbians/Gay  Rights 
and  at  a  labor  benefit  proclaimed 
their  support  for  lesbian/gay 
organizing  efforts  in  unions. 

On  July  18,  “An  Evening  of 
Solidarity,”  sponsored  by  the  Les¬ 
bian/Gay  Labor  Alliance  of  San 
Francisco,  brought  together 
straight  and  gay  leaders  of  six  na¬ 
tional  unions.  Dave  Stickler,  na¬ 
tional  coordinator  for  the  Coors 
Boycott  Committee  of  the  AFL- 
CIO,  said  that  the  Lesbian/Gay 
Labor  Alliance  has  had  “a  tremen¬ 
dous  effect”  on  the  organized 
labor  movement  nationwide,  even 
though  its  members  work  only  in 
the  Bay  Area. 

Howard  Wallace,  co-chair  of 
the  Alliance,  explained  that  his 
group  currently  has  78  dues-pay- 
ing  members  in  about  20  unions, 
and  he  noted  that  their  fundraiser 
last  fall  brought  in  about  $1000  for 
the  group’s  outreach  work  in  the 
unions. 

Other  speakers  at  the  benefit 
represented  the  California  Labor 
Federation,  the  United  Farm 
Workers  (UFW),  the  American 
Federation  of  State,  County  and 
Municipal  Employees  (AFSCME), 
and  the  Service  Employees  In¬ 
ternational  Union  (SEIU). 

Another  gay  unionist, 
AFSCME  member  Tom  Stab- 
nicki,  who  was  in  San  Francisco 
for  an  AFSCME  conference,  told 
GCN,  “It  is  very  difficult  for  a 
handful  of  lesbian/gay  activists 
across  the  country  to  organize 
without  a  financial  base.” 

He  added  that  he  had  tried  to  or¬ 


ganize  a  lesbian/gay  caucus  within 
AFSCME  in  1982,  but  was  unable 
“to  do  the  kind  of  herculean  tasks 
needed”  for  a  national  lesbian/ 
gay  labor  organization. 

Cesar  Chavez,  president  of  the 
United  Farm  Workers,  addressed 
the  National  March  for  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Rights  on  July  15.  He  told 
the  crowd  of  100,000  in  front  of 
the  Moscone  Center  that  “main¬ 
stream  labor  supports  gay  rights 
more  and  more.” 

Paul  Boneberg,  co-chair  of  the 
march,  denied  reports  by  the  San 
Francisco  press  that,  several  labor 
supporters  who  had  just  finished 
their  own  rally  that  Sunday  had 
heckled  the  participants  in  the  gay 
march.  “There  was  no  friction  be¬ 
tween  the  two  marches,”  Bone¬ 
berg  emphasized. 

Another  speaker  at  the  les¬ 
bian/gay  rights  march,  Bill  dwell, 
vice  president  of  the  International 
United  Food  and  Commercial 
Workers  based  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  told  GCN,  “Organized 
labor  is  the  biggest  institutional 
help  now  available  to  the  gay 
movement.  Unions  and  gay 
workers  face  the  same  kinds  of 
problems  in  the  workplace.” 

The  most  major  endorsement  of 
lesbian/gay  rights  by  a  labor  or¬ 
ganization  occurred  in  1983,  when 
the  AFL-CIO  passed  a  broad  les¬ 
bian/gay  rights  resolution. 

Stabnicki  noted  that  gay  trade 
unionists  “are  at  the  point  now 
where  if  a  grievance  comes  up,  they 
can  communicate  to  a  network  of 
other  gay  activists  nationwide,  and 
can  get  endorsement  of  the  griev¬ 
ance  by  union  leadership.”  How¬ 
ever,  he  added,  “we’ve  tried  for 
several  years  in  Illinois  to  get  gay 
language  in  contracts,  without  suc¬ 
cess.” 


All  the  unionists  contacted  by 
GCN  agreed  that  gay  and  lesbian 
support  for  the  current  major  cor¬ 
porate  boycotts  has  been  en¬ 
thusiastic  and  helpful.  Stickler 
said  that  lesbians  and  gay  men  in 
Minnesota,  for  example,  have 
been  instrumental  in  aiding  the 
boycott  against  Coors  beer.  Coors 
has  recently  mounted  a  publicity 
campaign  to  open  its  market  in 
Minnesota,  a  move  being  resisted 
in  Minneapolis  and  other  cities  in 
the  state. 

Generally,  the  union  leaders 
agree  that  lesbian/gay  issues  have 
become  “respectable”  within 
American  organized  labor.  But 
Stickler  noted  that  the  support 
varied  from  region  to  region,  with 
the  strongest  ties  between  the  two 
movements  on  the  East  and  West 
Coasts. 

Stabnicki  speculated  that  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rank  and  file  workers 
were  more  visible  than  union  of¬ 
ficials,  and  lesbians  and  gay  men 
were  more  organized  than  other 
minority  groups  within  American 
trade  unions. 

Wallace  said  the  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Labor  Alliance  welcomes  new 
members  nationwide.  Member¬

Problems  and  Pride  for 
Gay  Parents

June  16,  1984 
The  temperature  is  just  right 
and  the  boy  is  dressed  appropriate¬ 
ly.  I  know  he  is  neither  cold  nor 
hot,  and  I  can  enjoy  myself  as  we 
walk  around  the  Arboretum.  We 
smell  all  the  different  rose  bushes, 
the  sweet-scented  Chininga,  pro¬ 
nounce  their  Latin  names,  and  we 
run  our  fingers  over  the  rough  tex¬ 
ture  of  the  red  ash  bark,  its  cor¬ 
rugated  features  affect  me  and  the 
child  similarly;  I  look  up  at  the 
tallest  branches  while  he  reads  the 
tag:  “It  says  they  reach  a  height  of 
200  feet’’  —  we  stare  together 
respectfully.  Soon,  I  digress  and 
notice  how  all  the  gays  seem  to 
have  congregated  around  the 
Japanese  Lilac  while  the  more 
heterosexually  inclined  make  a  big 
deal  over  the  English  sheep  dog 
that  decided  to  drink  water  out  of 
the  fountain.  Not  that  gays  don’t 
appreciate  a  smart  dog  now  and 
then,  but  perhaps  my  perception  is 
piqued  today  by  the  fact  that  it  is 
Gay  Pride  Saturday  in  Boston  and 
I  am  keenly  aware  of  it. 


I  moved  to  Boston  in  1980 
because  Chris’s  father  moved  to 
Massachusetts  with  his  new  wife 
and  our  son,  and  informed  me  via 
letter  that  I  wouldn’t  be  able  to  see 
the  child  that  weekend.  Nor  the 
following  two  weekends  because 
they  needed  time  to  get  settled. 
Settled.  1  never  take  time  to  get  set¬ 
tled.  Of  the  nine  years  I  have  been 
out  as  a  lesbian,  I  have  spent  eight 
represented  by  some  lawyer  or 
other,  fighting  for  a  reasonable 
.  visitation  schedule  to  see  my  son. 

“Let’s  go  get  ice  cream,”  pro¬ 
poses  Chris  with  cajoling  eyes. 

“After  lunch,”  I  return  soberly. 

That  first  summer  in  Boston, 
one  of  our  visits  fell  on  Gay  Pride. 
We  were  downtown  anyway  and 
when  Chris  asked  for  a  balloon,  I 
got  him  a  purple  one.  We  hung  out 
with  the  marchers,  talked  with 
some  friends,  walked  down  Boyl- 
ston  Street  together.  You  might 
say  we  marched  in  the  Gay  Pride 
Parade..  I  thought  this  was  great 
fun,  since  we’d  come  from  Con- 


“Put  my  jacket  on,”  1  say, 
draping  my  light  blue  denim  jacket 
about  my  son’s  shoulders.  I 
remember  buying  it  when  he  was 
nine  months  old.  Now,  it  almost 
fits  him  perfectly. 

“I’m  okay.  Can  we  get 
something  to  drink?  My  father  lets 
me  drink  beer  from  his  glass.” 

“Let’s  go  have  lunch  and  you 
can  have  milk.” 

“I’m  not  hungry.” 

“It’s  12:45.  You’re  hungry,” 
says  the  mother. 

“O.K.,”  says  the  boy. 

When  Chris  was  born,  I  was  still 
growing  up.  When  he  was  nursing

In  my  philosophical  moments ,  when  I  envision  the 
development  of  gays  from  a  subculture  to  a 
community,  I  label  this  the  first  generation  of  openly 
gay  parents . 


My  ten-year-old  son  runs  over 
to  check  out  the  dog,  gets  a  drink 
of  water,  and  comes  back  to  the 
shade  of  the  lilac  tree. 

“We  can’t  reach  the  flowers,” 
he  says  in  earnest.  “Do  they  smell 
like  regular  lilacs?” 

“Probably,”  I  assess  quickly. 
“Perhaps  sweeter,  since  they  are 
such  tiny  little  flowers,”  I  add, 
squinting  up  at  the  lilacs  swaying 
gently  above  us.  Chris  shades  his 
eyes  and  stares  at  the  blossoms 
critically.  I  remark  to  myself  how 
freckled  his  cheeks  have  gotten 
with  the  sun. 

“Wow,”  he  says.  “They’re 
pretty.” 

We  walk  down  to  the  lily  ponds 
and  recall  the  adventures  of  Ratty, 
Badger,  and  Toad  and  try  to  im¬ 
agine  a  good  place  for  the  legend¬ 
ary  Toad  Hall.  Inwardly,  I  ponder 
whether  Toad  was  gay.  He  refused 
to  conform,  after  all.  Chris  runs 
ahead  and  examines  a  birch. 

“I  thought  all  birches  were  skin¬ 
ny,  with  that  white  bark  that  peels 
off,”  he  says  to  me.  “I  did,  too,”  I 
confess. 

Next  to  the  birch  there  is  a  bush 
with  no  tag,  and  we  look  around  to 
find  a  similar  one  that  may  be  la¬ 
belled. 

“Look,  he’s  drooling!”  yells 
Chris  through  the  bush. 

“Who  is?” 

“The  dog,  he  likes  me.” 

Sure  enough,  the  dog  has 
followed  us  and  sits  on  hind  legs 
like  a  huge  stuffed  toy,  only  drool¬ 
ing  and  panting.  Chris  pats  his 
head  and  the  big  mound  of  fur 
trots  back  to  his  owner.

seems  to  be  in  a  cooling-out  per¬ 
iod.  Threats  against  the  bookstore 
have  abated  and  business  at  the 
store  appears  to  be  unaffected. 
Said  Van  Battenburg,  “The  con¬ 
troversy  has  come  back  to  the 
community  in  which  it  started.” 

But  not  quite.  Sonenschein 
stands  accused  of  promoting  ob¬ 
scenity  in  Texas  after  an  Austin 
TV  reporter  wrote  him  requesting 
material  on  pedophilia.  The 
reporter  hustled  over  to  the  Coun¬ 
ty  Attorney’s  office  and  signed  a 
complaint  against  Sonenschein  for 
mailing  him  the  requested  How  To 
Have  Sex  With  Kids.  His  case  is  in 


necticut,  and  Boston  was  kind  of 
an  exciting  town,  and  it  just  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  our  visiting  day.  Little 
did  I  know  that  Chris  got  seriously 
questioned  by  his  step-mother  that 
night:  ‘  ‘What  else  did  you  do?  ’  ’  — 
I  got  a  balloon.  “Where  is  it?”  I 
lost  it  in  the  elevator.  “Where  did 
you  have  lunch?”  —  At  the  park, 
we  marched  in  the  parade.... 

I  spent  the  rest  of  that  year  going 
to  Probate  Court.  I  wasn’t  inno¬ 
cent.  I  knew  it  was  Gay  Pride  that 
caused  so  many  people  to  march 
all  around  the  Common  and  Cop¬ 
ley  Square.  No,  I  wasn’t  trying  to 
turn  my  son  gay.  I  was  just  happy 
that  there  was  a  parade  that  cele¬ 
brated  my  lifestyle  specifically.  I 
thought  it  was  a  great  place  to 
bring  a  child  of  mine  on  a  Satur¬ 
day.  Why  not?  He’s  my  child.  I 
remember  giving  birth  to  him.  I 
have  the  stretch  marks  to  prove  it. 

It  gets  to  that.  When  you  spend 
so  much  time  fighting  for  things 
you  thought  were  yours,  like 
rights,  you  begin  to  get  extreme 
about  statements  of  fact. 

“My  throat  hurts,”  Christian 
announces  and  my  stomach 
tightens.  There  was  that  other 
court  appearance  due  to  the  alleg¬ 
ed  omission  of  his  cough  syrup 
before  dinner  in  1978.  Or,  was  that 
about  my  alleged  failure  to  feed 
him  adequately?  That  was  1976. 
At  any  rate,  the  tell-tale  spoon  did 
not  appear  until  1979.  My  feelings 
have  gotten  so  confused  between 
guilt  and  natural  impulses  to  be 
caring,  that  I  analyze  them  for 
reprehensible  overtones  even 
before  they  leave  my  heart. 

its  initial  stages  of  court  pro¬ 
cedure.  A  preliminary  hearing  was 
held  on  July  25  only  to  set  another 
hearing  for  August  22.

and  totally  dependent  on  me,  I 
would  sometimes  worry  that  I 
wasn’t  quite  an  adult  because  I 
didn’t  feel  absolutely  sure  about 
my  mothering. 

I  wanted  to  feel  completely  sure. 
Still,  when  people  questioned  his 
lack  of  interest  in  solid  food,  for 
instance,  I  would  reply  with  su¬ 
preme  confidence  that  he  would 
eat  when  he  was  ready.  People 
respected  my  opinion  then.  And 
when  Chris  was  ready,  he  did  start 
to  eat  and  hasn’t  stopped  since. 
Things  happened  the  way  they 
were  supposed  to  happen,  even  if  I 
didn’t  feel  like  an  adult.  The  baby 
sat  up  and  crawled.  Teething  came 
and  went.  He  said  his  first  word: 
“Clock.” 

I  sat  to  nurse  him  one  after¬ 
noon,  in  the  black  rocking  chair, 
both  of  us  exhausted.  He  fell 
asleep  curling  his  fingers  around 
my  hand,  his  little  hands  sticky 
from  eating  a  piece  of  apple.  I 
rocked  us  both,  singing  a  Chilean 
lullaby  I  still  remember,  watching 
the  trees  stirring  outside.  Slowly, 
something  became  clear  to  me,  a 
knowledge  that  seemed  to  spread 
through  my  veins  until  my  whole 
body  understood  the  change. 
“Mother,”  I  thought,  “l  am  a 
mother.”  A  tender  certainty,  but 
fierce;  this  bond  was  indelibly  ac¬ 
knowledged. 

Months  later,  another  aware¬ 
ness  filled  me  and  shook  my  life.  I 
realized  I  was  also  a  lesbian,  and  a 
Latin  lesbian.  The  certainty  of  my 
motherhood,  and  my  very  woman-

hood,  came  under  constant  attack, 
as  had  my  identification  with  a  cul¬ 
ture  other  than  the  one  which  sur¬ 
rounded  me  from  the  time  I  woke 
till  the  time  I  slept.  I  must  have 
succumbed  in  many  ways  to  this 
bombardment.  Struggling  and 
compromising  to  retain  motherly 
privileges,  I  began  to  lose  touch 
with  my  child  the  way  I  had  been 
losing  my  accent.  I  became  un¬ 
defined,  my  love  for  my  child 
became  a  “role”  marked  by  a  lim¬ 
ited  degree  of  attachment.  As  the 
visits  became  shorter,  more 
complicated  and  distanced  by 
court  dates,  illnesses,  lack  of 
money,  vacations  and  shameless 
manipulations,  I  stopped  having 
the  opportunity  to  bathe  my  child, 
to  buy  him  clothes,  to  put  him  to 
bed.  He  was  weaned  abruptly  and 


main  in  the  closet.  Women  who 
left  the  state  they  lived  in  because 
they  couldn’t  trust  the  reaction  of 
the  ex-husband.  It  all  comes  down 
to  one  thing:  When  your  lawyer 
says,  “It  may  be  wise  not  to  men¬ 
tion  anything  about  your  friend,” 
or  “Let’s  not  bring  it  up  unless 
they  ask,”  then  90  percent  of  les¬ 
bian  mothers,  radical  or  not,  will 
say,  “Sure,  I  understand.” 

Being  a  lesbian  mother  involved 
in  the  contested  visitation  or 
custody  of  one’s  children  is  a 
hazardous  social  position.  We  are 
subject  to  the  same  combination 
of  legal  and  social  abuses  any 
other  disadvantaged  group  can  ex¬ 
pect  to  experience  at  the  hands  of  a 
system  that  has  a  vested  interest  in 
our  extinction.  In  my  philosophi¬ 
cal  moments,  when  I  envision  the 


to  the  front  and  waved  at  the 
tourists,  at  people  throwing  con¬ 
fetti  from  fifth  and  sixth  floor  win¬ 
dows,  at  the  TV  cameras,  at  the 
friends  who  turned  up  at  every  cor¬ 
ner  and  gave  us  plums  and  a  cold 
Beer. 

Marching  through  the  Village,  I 
was  beyond  seriousness,  bordering 
on  exuberance.  There  were  latinas 
around  us,  Asian  lesbians,  Salsa 
Soul  Sisters,  Jewish  lesbians,  gay 
parents  further  back,  a  pregnant 
lesbian  marching  with  a  group  of 
friends  and  holding  hands.  There 
were  rows  of  us  holding  each 
other.  The  latino  next  to  me  car¬ 
ried  her  baby  on  her  shoulders,  her 
lover  pushed  the  stroller  contain¬ 
ing  juice  and  backpacks,  so  many 
gays  holding  banners  and  flags, 
signs,  chanting  slogans  of  pride,

to  happen ,  even  if  I  didn  Y  feel  like  an  adult. 


cried  loudly  as  I  drove  away  in 
tears.  One  day  it  seemed  he  wasn’t 
a  little  boy  anymore.  He  hasn’t 
called  me  “mother”  since  then;  in 
fact,  he  hasn’t  called  me  anything 
since  he  was  four. 

My  situation  is  not  unique.  It  is 
worse  than  some,  better  than 
some.  The  circumstances  cannot 
be  blamed  on  my  reluctance  to 
compromise,  although  I  am  as 
queer  as  green  on  Thursdays  and 
stubbornly  radical.  I  have  cried  in 
absolute  despair  during  a  closed 
hearing,  and  my  tears  did  nothing 
but  shame  me  in  front  of  a  judge.  I 
have  also  been  diplomatic,  well- 
behaved  and  gracious  even  when 
questioned  by  macho  psycholo¬ 
gists  and  Freudian  lawyers.  It  real¬ 
ly  doesn’t  matter.  I’ve  know 
women  who  weren’t  gracious. 
Women  who  were  willing  to  re-

development  of  gays  from  a  sub¬ 
culture  to  a  community,  I  label  this 
the  first  generation  of  openly  gay 
parents.  The  issues  of  gay  parent¬ 
hood,  albeit  different  for  women 
and  men,  center  around  the  same 
unanswered  needs  of  a  gay  iden¬ 
tity,  namely  support,  recognition, 
communication,  access  to  political 
and  cultural  resources.  Exploring 
the  position  of  a  lesbian  mother  — 
or  mother  dyke,  to  be  less  formal 
—  while  she  is  largely  dependent 
upon  the  judgment  of  a  non-gay 
authority  to  determine  whether 
and  how  she  may  relate  to  her 
children  —  is  an  experience  which 
should  at  best  result  in  varied 
neuroses.

June  24,  1984 
Gay  Pride  in  New  York  City.  I 
meet  in  Central  Park  with  Asian 
friends  to  eat  bagels,  cream 
cheese,  lox,  caviar,  melon  balls. 
Across  the  street,  one  hundred 
police  get  ready  to  accompany  the 
march.  We  figure  the  gay  cops 
must  be  on  duty,  too.  Are  they 
out ?  Nah.  Is  this  real  OJ?  Yeah, 
fresh  squoze.  SquozeW  Is  this  the 


determination,  happiness,  taunt¬ 
ing  the  onlookers  with  truisms  we 
experienced  ourselves  —  “Five, 
six,  seven,  eight,  how  do  you  know 
your  wife  is  straight?” 

Surrounded  by  friends,  know¬ 
ing  that  soon  there  would  be  rest 
for  my  tired  legs,  feeling  the 
warmth  of  people  I  love  soothing 
my  spirit,  the  meaning  of  thou¬ 
sands  uniting  and  marching  proud¬ 
ly  is  certain.  But  I  am,  of  necessi¬ 
ty,  skeptical.  I  know  that  once  the 
march  is  over  and  the  parties  come 
to  an  end,  it  will  be  harder  to  hold 
each  other  in  the  subway.  Commu¬ 
nication  will  become  garbled 
again,  there  will  be  little  sup¬ 
portiveness  at  meetings,  almost 
none  at  the  bars.  White  lesbians 
will  prioritize  issues  which  lesbians 
of  color  will  consider  alienating, 
gay  men  and  lesbians  will  struggle 
separately  with  inadequate  health 
care. ..next  Saturday,  I’ll  go  pick 
up  Christian  and  spend  the  day 
alone  with  him. 

I  know  it’s  worse  the  further  one 
is  from  a  large  city.  Here,  I  have 
one  latina  friend  who  has  four 
children.  Her  youngest  is  my  god¬ 
daughter  or  goddessdaughter. 
Anyway,  I  am  her  madrina.  When 
we  bring  our  children  together,  I 
feel  very  happy.  We  gossip  about 
lesbians  we  know,  who’s  going 
with  who,  all  that  stuff.  Then  we 
cook  or  take  the  children  out  for 
pizza.  Life  is  wonderful.  The 
father  of  her  children  is  also  gay. 


We  are  vulnerable  to  the  constant 
threat  of  being  diagnosed  unfit  by 
the  heteros  or  conformist  by  the  gay 
vanguard ,  while  our  children  have 
the  option  of  acknowledging  or 
denying  us. 


15th  march?  I  repress  the  urge  to 
get  serious,  but  it’s  hard  to  shake. 
New  York  City.  Half  of  Fifth 
Avenue  has  been  blocked  off  for 
the  march.  People  from  anywhere 
in  the  world  could  be  walking 
downtown  with  their  cameras,  and 
then,  right  befor^  their  eyes...  Les¬ 
bians!  Gay  men!  Thousands  of  us. 

I  left  the  group  for  a  while  to 
look  behind  us.  At  first  I  thought 
we  went  back  just  a  few  blocks, 
but  I  was  only  looking  at  a  third  of 
the  marchers.  Then  I  saw  a  steady 
flow  of  people  turn  the  corner  and 
fill  the  street.  Banners,  a  marching 
band,  strands  of  balloons  stretched 
from  sidewalk  to  sidewalk.  One 
group  of  marchers  yelled  back  at 
Catholics  gathered  in  front  of  a 
church  yelling  “Repent”  and  other 
taunts.  Another  section  cheered  at 
irate  waves  of  traffic  honking  their 
horns  at  a  cross-street.  I  ran  back 


But  it’s  not  the  times  in  between 
the  good  times  that  get  me  worried 
and  hopeless.  It’s  knowing  that  as 
much  as  I’ve  struggled  for  a  per¬ 
sonal  adjustment  —  not  even  a 
solution  —  none  of  my  lesbian 
reality  seems  to  stick,  to  build  ex¬ 
perience  towards  a  positive  future. 
Each  visit  with  my  son  is  only  as 
good  as  the  memory  of  it.  In  the 
course  of  the  two  weeks  to  follow, 
his  time  with  his  lesbian  mother 
will  be  erased  by  a  myriad  intimate 
moments  with  people  who  are  not 
social  outlaws,  the  kind  of  stand¬ 
ard  most  children  long  for.  This  is 
when  I  need  gay  pride. 

I  wonder  what  is  the  meaning  in 
the  ’80s  of  who  we  love,  that  old 
euphemism  for  being  queer  and 
coming  out  to  supportive 
straights,  even  hostile  straights. 
How  much  do  we  dare  to  progress

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New  Albums 
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There  is  a  variety  of  musical 
styles  on  this  record,  including 
boogie-woogie  and  reggae,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  your  basic  folk  sound. 
That,  plus  the  varied  topics  of  the 
songs,  make  it  a  work  of  real 
depth.  I  got  a  feeling  of  Karen’s 
real  “in  the  bones”  musical  talent, 
and  appreciated  her  ability  to  be 
vulnerable  in  disclosing  her  emo¬ 
tions.  She’s  assisted  on  the  record 
by  Alix  Dobkin  and  River 
Lightwomoon,  among  others  — 
the  Catskills  cluster  of  women’s 
music. 

Although  Karen  Beth  has 
been  appearing  at  festivals  and 
concerts  with  Alix  Dobkin  and  by 
herself,  she  hasn’t  developed 
much  of  the  identity-  this  album 
shows  she  deserves.  If  you’ve  been 
wearing  out  your  copy  of  Woody 
Simmons’  “Oregon  Mountains” 
while  discussing  possible  relation¬ 
ships,  this  outstanding  record  is 
for  you. 

I’d  never  heard  of  Hunter 
Davis  before  I  heard  Girl’s  Best 
Friend,  but  I’ve  quickly  become  a 
fan.  She’s  got  a  good  voice  for 
blues,  a  simple  but  tight  back-up 
band,  and  some  nice  original 
songs.  My  favorite  is 
“Everything,”  a  sardonic  com¬ 
ment  on  monogamy: 

“I  will  be  your  mother 
when  she  can’t  understand 
your  father  I  am  here 
to  command  you 
a  sister  to  take  you 
into  my  wildest  dreams 
I  will  be  your  everything 
your  everything 

I  thought  it  might  be  my  own 
cynicism  that  made  me  see  this 
song  as  tongue-in-cheek,  but  in 
“Lady  Blue”  Hunter  sings: 

“Cause  love  will  find  you 
Love  will  blind  you 
someone  will  take  you 

away” 

and  in  another  song,  she  says, 
“You’re  the  one  for  me/occa¬ 
sionally.”  It’s  all  in  the  tradition 
of  women’s  blues,  very  passive- 
aggressive,  and  cynical  about  love. 
Since  this  album’s  jacket  and 
sleeve  feature  photos  of  a  truly 
unbearable,  round-eyed  puppy 
with  its  tongue  hanging  out,  I 
would  have  expected  a  much  more 
sweet  and  innocent  tone,  and  I’m 
relieved  that  Hunter’s  songs  are 
not  just  puppy  love. 

The  album  was  produced  in 
North  Carolina  where  Hunter 
lives.  One  of  many  recent  home¬ 
grown  women’s  music  albums, 
this  is  one  well  worth  hearing. 


Robin  Flower’s  third  album, 
1st  Dibs,  contains  three  must-hear 
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Karen  Beth 


songs  and  several  lovely  pro¬ 
gressive  bluegrass  instrumentals. 
Two  of  the  new  songs  are  about 
love  affairs.  In  “Love  Blooms,” 
Robin  pleads, 

“I  don’t  want  no  wishy- 
washy  lover 

I  don’t  want  no  butter 
without  the  bread... 

Give  me  a  lover  who 
touches  me  sweetly 

Give  me  a  lover  who 
touches  my  soul 

Give  me  a  lover  I  can  love 
deeply 

Give  me  a  lover  who  loses 
control.” 

It’s  a  fun  song,  enhanced  by  a 
back-up  chorus  that  sounds  like  a 
female  version  of  the  Beach  Boys. 
In  fact,  true  surf  music  fans  may 
find  it  reminiscent  of  the  Honeys, 
an  all-girl  group  Brian  Wilson  ar¬ 
ranged  and  produced  way  back 
when. 

The  other  love  song,  by  Ilene 
Weiss,  laments: 

“Oh  to  be  a  woman  of  a 
calm  heart 

who  knows  no  fear  in  her 
desire 

who  can  venture  near  a 
raging  fire 

and  take  the  burns  of 
another  fire  in  stride.” 

Like  “Love  Blooms,”  it’s  a 
memorable,  provocative  song  with 
an  intricate  melody  and  rhythm. 

Most  outstanding  on  this  fine 
album  is  “Terrorist,”  a  musical 
suite  about  Central  America  and 
the  women  there.  The  verses  travel 
from  country  to  country,  telling  of 
oppressive  economic  and  political 
conditions.  A  back-up  chorus 
asks,  “Who  are  the  terrorists?” 


There  is  a  varied  musical  accom¬ 
paniment  which  includes  different 
styles  of  South  American  music. 
All  of  this  adds  up  to  a  complex 
and  unique  composition  that  is 
one  of  the  finest  accomplishments 
of  political  women’s  music. 

The  back-up  musicians  who 
play  on  1st  Dibs  include  some  of 
the  most  talented  women  in  that 
line  of  work:  Carolyn  Brandy  of 
Alive!  plays  percussion,  song¬ 
writer  Laurie  Lewis  is  on  fiddle, 
Jan  Martinelli  on  bass,  and  Janet 
“Jake”  Lampert,  one  of  the 
original  members  of  the  Berkeley 
Women’s  Music  Collective,  is  on 
drums. 

All  of  the  albums  I’ve  reviewed 
here  delighted  me,  and  I  recom¬ 
mend  them  all  highly.  Most  of  the 
musicians  who  played  on  them 
have  been  working  on  the 
women’s  music  circuit  for  many 
years,  and  the  growth  of  their 
talents  is  apparent.  This  group  of 
albums  is  a  tribute  to  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  that  women’s  music  has 
provided  for  women  to  develop 
their  skills.

from  the  gay  portrayal  of  Boys  in 
the  Band,  trying  to  establish  a 
right  to  exist  while  the  only  queen 
berated  the  only  black  in  the  group 
with  tired  racial  slurs?  How  does 
this  awareness  change  us? 

I  come  back  to  the  things  I  want 
to  teach  my  son,  the  things  that  he 
may  remember  and  draw  upon  to 
free  his  soul  in  the  uncertain  future 
that  awaits  his  generation.  I 
despair  to  realize  how  important  it 
is  that  our  times  together  be  posi¬ 
tive.  There  are  mothers  who  will 
not  see  their  children  again  until 
they  are  grown  up,  and  children 
who  have  become  forever  estrang¬ 
ed  from  their  lesbian  mothers.  I 
know  there  will  be  a  time  when 
these  children  will  stop  at  nothing 
to  know  the  parent  they  were 
denied.  I  know  there  will  also 


day.  We  co-exist  (I  use  the  term 
loosely)  with  a  culture  from  which 
we  derived  our  patterns  of  behav¬ 
ior  and  expectations,  yet  we  have 
no  current  use  for  most  of  them. 
Nor  do  we  have  models  on  which 
to  base  new  expectations  of  rela¬ 
tionship  to  each  other.  The  task  is 
even  more  difficult  when  we  con¬ 
sider  we  have  precious  little  room 
in  which  to  do  our  growing  work. 
Beginning  with  Eastern  civiliza¬ 
tions,  we  have  about  four  thou¬ 
sand  years  of  working  out  hetero¬ 
sexual  roles  as  heritage.  It  is 
sometjmes  appalling  to  me  that 
people  don’t  get  bored  with  the 
same  old  theme  depicting  the 
heterosexual  union  in  the  conquer- 
and-submit  style,  with  man  always 
doing  the  conquering.  I  figure 
we’ve  got  at  least  a  couple  of  thou- 


men,  the  need  for  a  clear  gay  posi¬ 
tion  on  parenthood  increases. 
Meanwhile,  our  need  for  a  com¬ 
munity  that  can  be  responsive  to, 
and  supportive  of,  the  upbringing 
of  children  in  gay  homes  has  never 
been  greater. 

Now,  the  marches  are  over  and  I 
still  don’t  have  any  answers.  One 
thing  is  sure,  though.  There  are  a 
lot  more  people  doing  heavy  think¬ 
ing,  because  marching  and  demon¬ 
strating  can  give  renewed  strength 
and  energy  to  people  in  struggle. 
Last  Saturday,  while  Chris  played 
the  organ,  Mother  and  I  sat  back 
drinking  tea  and  discussing  how 
tall  he  had  gotten.  She  hadn’t  seen 
him  for  the  past  two  years.  I  felt 
calm.  I  have  accomplished  some¬ 
thing  over  the  past  nine  years,  just 
to  have  my  mother  and  my  son  to-

and  be  able  to  relax  during  a  visit . 


come  a  time  when  my  own  child 
will  acknowledge  the  bond  that 
unites  us.  But,  until  time  passes  so 
that  everyday  events  make  some 
historical  sense,  how  do  we  direct 
our  steps  while  we  juggle  constant 
personal  and  political  conflicts? 

In  modern-day  society,  we  are  a 
diverse  class  of  people  destined  to 
form  groups  upon  groups  within 
the  larger  society  which  oppresses 
us,  as  though  we  were  other  than 
their  kin,  as  if  we  were  not  their 
very  selves,  if  they  took  half  a  sec¬ 
ond  to  recognize  it.  We  are  so 
diverse,  in  fact,  that  unless  our 
political  vision  encompasses  a  time 
beyond  our  own  lifetimes,  we  will 
never  survive  this  one  sanely. 

Although  homosexuality  is  not 
new,  merely  a  supremely  impor¬ 
tant  aspect  of  being  human  which 
has  been  neglected  and  suppressed 
for  several  thousand  years  now,  we 
are  forced  to  act  as  if  the  thought 
just  popped  into  our  heads  yester- 
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sand  years  worth  of  gay  plots  com¬ 
ing  to  us,  but  just  try  to  have  a  gay 
film  festival,  for  example,  and  we 
will  inevitably  see  boyfriends  with 
girlfriends  sitting  in  the  front  row, 
smooching  loudly  to  show  these 
people  how  it’s  done. 

We  haven’t  yet  left  the  stage 
when  we  need  to  identify  as 
“other”  in  order  to  have  an  iden¬ 
tity  at  all.  With  the  whole  of  West¬ 
ern  civilization  bent  on  subduing 
all  expressions  of  life  under  one 
male,  linear,  totalitarian  thumb, 
the  only  hope  for  women,  people 
of  color  and  gays  is  to  stand  apart 
and  burst  forth  from  anonymity. 
We  cannot  envision  a  future  when 
human  nature  just  naturally  is,  or 
at  least  it  isn’t  healthy  to  do  it  too 
often.  Out  of  our  tender  need  for 
coalescence,  we  run  the  risk  of 
mistaking  token  hetero  acceptance 
for  hints  of  a  more  cosmic  integra¬ 
tion  of  the  person.  For  gay  par¬ 
ents,  this  is  especially  dangerous. 
Lesbian  mothers,  particularly, 
need  to  challenge  the  ultimate 
female  role  while  making  compro¬ 
mises  in  order  to  maintain  legal 
rights  with  regard  to  their  children. 
As  more  lesbians  give  birth  to  and 
adopt  children  independently  of

tracted  little  attention. 

But  on  June  19,  after  Wolf  had 
submitted  a  much  more  detailed, 
19-page  ordinance,  the  council’s 
Committee  on  Ordinances  called  a 
public  hearing.  Although  both  or¬ 
dinances  appeared  on  the  agenda, 
most  of  the  roughly  two  dozen 
people  who  came  to  testify  seemed 
to  direct  their  comments  toward 
Wolf’s,  which  included  specific 
protections  against  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  “race,  color,  sex, 
age,  religious  creed,  disability,  na¬ 
tional  origin  or  ancestry,  sexual 
orientation,  marital  status,  family 
status,  military  status  or  source  of 
income.”  A  number  of  those  testi¬ 
fying  spoke  of  the  need  for  protec¬ 
tion  for  lesbians  and  gay  men  af¬ 
forded  by  the  explicit  mention  of 
“sexual  orientation.” 

In  addition,  Wolf’s  ordinance 
provided  the  Human  Rights  Com¬ 
mission  with  the  power  to  in¬ 
vestigate  complaints,  call  public 
hearings  and  assess  a  $300  fine  or 


gether  and  be  able  to  relax  during  a 
visit.

The  new  ordinance  combines 
the  specificity  and  detail  of  Wolfs 
proposal  together  with  most  of  the 
language  from  Vellucci’s.  It  in¬ 
cludes  explicit  mention  of  protec¬ 
tions  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orien¬ 
tation  and  direct  enforcement 
powers  for  the  commission.

Carla’s  Song.  By  Michelle  Morris, 
based  on  her  book,  If  I  Should  Die 
Before  I  Wake.  Limited  engagement 
through  mid-August  (perhaps  longer), 
Perry  Street  Theater,  (212)  869-3981, 
New  York  City. 

Michelle  Morris’  If  I  Should  Die 
Before  I  Wake,  published  in  1982,  is  one 
of  the  few  pieces  of  fiction  on  father- 
daughter  incest,  and  one  of  the  most 
powerful  books  on  incest  penned  to 
date. 

Last  year,  Ms.  Morris  adapted  her 
book  for  the  stage,  and  it  was  per¬ 
formed  in  California.  This  summer, 
Carla’s  Song  opened  off-Broadway  in 
New  York  City. 

Carla's  Song  is  not  an  easy  play  to 
watch.  The  details  of  Carla’s  life  with 
her  father  are  painful  and  horrifying. 
But  it  is  compelling  and  cleansing  in  its 
honesty  and  accuracy.  Beneath  the 
details  of  this  one  incest  victim’s  life, 
Ms.  Morris  has  captured  the  emotional 
realities  of  sexual  abuse:  the  shame, 
isolation,  secret-keeping,  denial,  anger, 
domination,  guilt,  and  finally,  the 
miraculous  urge  for  survival. 

Seeing  the  play  can  be  validating  for 
those  of  us  who  have  been  sexually 
abused  as  children.  Incest  is  usually 
portrayed  in  movies  as  “interesting,” 
“exotic,”  or  a  “sexual  adventure.”  Rare¬ 
ly  are  the  pain  and  devastation  shown 
for  what  they  are.  To  see  that  reality 
mirrored  on  stage  is  to  have  a  piece  of 
ourselves  affirmed.  And  for  those  who 
have  not  been  abused,  it  is  powerful 
learning. 

Because  Carla  is  so  true-to-life, 
some  have  assumed  that  she  is  a  case 
study  or  composite.  She  is  neither. 
Carla  is  a  fictionalized  character  whose 
existence  was  shaped  by  Ms.  Morris’ 
own  history  as  an  abused  child,  her 
years  as  a  social  worker  in  Los  Angeles 
working  extensively  with  child-abuse 
victims,  and  her  lifelong  desire  to 
“strike  some  sort  of  a  blow  against 
child  abuse.” 

Carla’s  Song  is  being  produced  by 
John  Glines  and  Lawrence  Lane,  the 
two  gay  men  who  produced  the  original 
workshop  version  of  Torch  Song 
Trilogy,  Harvey  Fierstein’s  award¬ 
winning  play  about  gay  life  that  is  now 
playing  on  Broadway.  The  playwright 
and  producers  are  hoping  that  Carla's 
Song  will  move  to  a  bigger  theatre,  and 
perhaps  to  Broadway,  which  would  be  a 
first  for  an  honest  and  searing  portrayal 
of  the  realities  of  incest.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  catch  it  off-Broadway  while  you 
can.
